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THE first Parliamentary action taken in New Zealand 
towards Higher, or University Education was in 
1867, when a Joint Select Committee of both Houses 
of Parliament was appointed to consider a proposal 
Hiade for establishing Scholarships in connection with 
Universities. The Committee (whose Proceeding^ and 
Report were printed as a Parliamentary Paper in the 
same year) found it necessary to extend their enquiry, and 
procured evidence from many colonists as to the possibility 
of establishing a New Zealand University. The replies 
were various. Some persons strongly advocated such a 
course; others as strongly protested against it, holding it 
to be premature. A few, indeed, expressed the opinion 
that it would be many years before a sufficient number of 
students could be collected in any place to warrant the 
salary of a Professor. 

The Committee reported to Parliament that they could 
not at that time recommend the foundation of a New 
Zealand University. But they suggested that at the next 
session provision should be made for University Endow- 
ment, and public opinion invited during the next year or 
two on the whole question. 

The first fruit of this suggestion was the passing of the 
** University Endowments Act, 1868," under which certain 
lands have been set apart in different parts of the Colony. 
As a matter of fact, although these lands are still styled 
** University Reserves" and although the Act of 1868 and a 
subsequent Amendment entitled the **New Zealand 
Reserves Act, 1875," are still in force, the University has 
never received any land endowment. The lands in 
question, which were set apart for a ** Colonial University," 
have been variously treated. Those in Southland were, by 
the **New Zealand University Act, 1874," handed over to 
the University of Otago; those in Auckland were, by an 
Act of 1885, handed over to the Auckland University 
College; the remainder, in different parts of the Colony,

under an Act of 1875, were devoted to the ** purposes of 
higher education" in the districts in which they are 
situated, and up to the present time the proceeds from 
them have been collected by the Government and paid 
to a special account kept by the Treasury. 

From this point it is necessary, in order to form a clear 
idea of the history of the University, to remember the 
political system of the Colony of New Zealand down to 
the year 1875. On the granting of a Constitution to the 
Colony in 1854 there were established, first, a Colonial 
Government and a Colonial Parliament, and secondly a 
number of ** Provinces," each with control of its own 
affairs and of the lands within its boundaries. Amongst 
other things, Education was a matter entirely within the 
control of each Province, and the Colonial Parliament had 
no concern with it, at least as far as primary and secondary 
Education were affected. The foundation of a Colonial 
University, however, would necessarily be a matter for the 
Colonial Legislature. 

After the passing of the ** University Endowments Act, 
1868," the Parliament did nothing more for two years. 
Meanwhile, in 1869 the Provincial Council of Otago estab- 
lished an Institution for the purpose of promoting sound 
learning in the Province of Otago, to which was given the 
name of the ** University of Otago": and power was given 
to it to grant Degrees in Arts, Medicine, and Law. 
Endowments to the extent of 100,000 acres of land were 
bestowed upon this Institution, and these were afterwards 
increased by the addition of another 100,000 acres. The 
University of Otago began its career in 1871 with only 
the Faculty of Arts, having three Professors, but in 1873 
it added chairs in Law and Medicine. 

In the year 1870 Parliament passed the first ** Univer- 
sity Act." In this Act, amongst other things which need 
not now be particularised, it was provided: — 1st, that a 
New Zealand University should be established; 2nd, that 
the Governing Body of the University should have full 
control, not only over all its property and concerns, but 
also over the Professors who might be appointed; 3rd, 
that Colleges and Schools might be affiliated to the 
University; 4th, that the University should have power to 
grant Degrees in Arts, Law, Medicine, and Music; 5th, 
that no religious test of any kind should be administered; 
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6th, that from the Colonial Treasury a sum of three 
thousand pounds should be granted in every year to the 
University; and, 7th, that negotiations might be entered 
upon with the existing ** University of Otago" for an 
amalgamation of the two Institutions. 

The negotiations referred to did not result in any satis- 
factory conclusion, and for the time the ** University of 
Otago^' remained aloof. 

In the year 1873 the Provincial Council of the Province 
of Canterbury passed an Ordinance establishing the 
''Canterbury College," and it set apart in various ways 
more than 300,000 acres of land for its endowment. It 
was intended, and, although not explicitly stated, it was 
indicated in this Ordinance, that the College should form 
part of the University of New Zealand. 

By the year 1874 it had become apparent to the 
majority of the people of the Colony that the existence of 
two Universities in so small a population would be preju- 
dicial to public interest. Several Collegiate and Scholastic 
Institutions had been affiliated to the University of New 
Zealand, and students in various parts of the Colony were 
pursuing already a course leading to degrees. It is not 
desirable that all the controversial discussions which have 
taken place in regard to this matter should now be revived. 
It is sufficient to say that in 1874 deputations from Canter- 
bury and Otago (the only two Provinces which had evinced 
a desire to establish University Colleges) waited upon the 
Senate of the University of New Zealand, and after full 
discussion, the following agreement was arrived at: — 

1st. It was agreed that an Act of Parliament should be 
promoted, repealing the ** University Act of 1870/' 
and re-establishing the University of New Zealand 
as an examining and not a teaching Institution. 
This provision would prevent any interference by 
the University with the internal arrangements of 
the Colleges — ^the appointment of Professors, and 
the management of endowments. 

2nd. It was agreed that the standard of Examination 
in the University should be as nearly as possible 
that of the University of London. 
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3rd. It was agreed that on the passing of such an Act 
as would embody the views of the deputation, the 
Canterbury College and the University of Otago 
would become affiliated to the University of New 
Zealand. 

At its session of 1874 the New Zealand Parliament 
passed the desired Act, and, in addition to the provisions 
above enumerated, it empowered the University to confer 
Degrees in Science. 

To state the case briefly, the Colony of New Zealand 
may be said to have passed through several stages of an 
educational career from 1867 to 1875. In the early part 
of this period the population was sparse, and whatever 
aspirations existed in some minds for Higher Education, 
they were not more than vague and general desires. Later, 
some practical steps were taken in different parts of the 
Colony towards a concrete system; but even these were 
but defective, and amongst the ** Affiliated Institutions'' 
of that time were several which at present are regarded 
as no more than good secondary Schools. After 1875 this 
was changed. The inferior Institutions dropped out; the 
only two which, at that time, could give anything like a 
University course, remained ** affiliated": and the Senate 
of the University could, without hindrance, frame its 
Statutes so as to ensure to the utmost of its ability the 
giving to the Colonial youth of both sexes as good an educa- 
tion as could be procured out of Europe. On these lines 
the University has progressed until now. 

In 1877 and 1884 Her late Majesty Queen Victoria 
granted charters to the University. 

In 1879 a Royal Commission was appointed by His 
Excellency the Governor to enquire into the whole question 
of Higher Education in the Colony. The Commissioners, 
after a long investigation, during which they took evidence 
from many persons interested in educational matters, sent 
in a Report accompanied by a Draft Bill for a new 
** University Act.'* This BiU contained certain amend- 
ments to the existing one, the principal change being in 
the direction of bringing the Colleges into closer touch 
with the Senate of the University ; and it further provided 
that there should be four properly equipped University 
Colleges — at Auckland, Wellington, Christchurch, and 
Dunedin.

The proposed Bill was not submitted to Parliament, 
but in 1882 an Act was passed establishing the Auckland 
University College, which has been in operation ever since, 
has a proper staff of Professors, and is affiliated to the 
University in the same way as the Colleges in Canterbury 
and Otago. 

Nothing was done regarding a College at Wellington 
until 1894, when the ** Middle District of New Zealand 
University Act," was passed, founding such a College. 
As, however, this Act made no provision for any funds or 
endowments, no progress was made under it. In 1897 
this Act was repealed by an Act founding the Victoria. 
College, which has the same jurisdiction, is endowed with 
funds, and is now affiliated to the University. 

In 1902, by an Act of the Legislature the constitution of 
the Senate was altered, provision being made for the 
election of five members from each of the University 
College districts, viz., two by each Governing Board or 
Council, one by each Professorial Board, and two by each 
District Court of Convocation, such District Court to 
consist of the Graduates of the District who are enrolled 
on the books of the University College. In addition, four 
members were to be nominated by the Govemor-in-Council. 

At the present time, therefore, the University of New 
Zealand consists of a paramount examining body exercising 
through its Statutes and system very great influence on the 
whole scheme of Education — primary, secondary, and 
collegiate — in the Colony, and four Affiliated Institutions 
in which the work of University teaching is carried on. 
Under the present collegiate system. Higher Education is 
more or less accessible to every part of New Zealand. 

The distinctive features of the University of New Zea- 
land may be briefly summarised as follows : — 

1. Although in itself only an Examining Institution, it 

is enabled, by the prescriptions made in its Statutes 
for the courses of study necessary to obtain degrees, 
to control very effectually the whole Colonial system 
of education. In fact, from the primaiy schools 
up to the Colleges, the lines upon which the teaching 
is carried on are directed towards the University 
standard. 

2. Whilst insisting that all its Undergraduates shall, 
by annually passing an examination in one of the 
Colleges, give evidence of continuous study under 
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a proper standard, it has made all possible allow- 
ance for the geographical difficulties of the Colony 
and for the small means of many students, by a 
system of exemption, under strictly defined condi- 
tions, from attendance at College lectures in Arts 
subjects. But it recognises that in subjects of 
Science such an exemption would be mischievous, 
and does not permit it. 

3. Receiving from the Colonial Treasury an annual 
subsidy of £3,000, the University returns to the 
public, by its system of Scholarships an amount 
which, in the year 1906, reached £2,095. 

4. The fees charged by the University are on the lowest 
possible scale ; and in the faculties of Arts, Science, 
and Law a student may obtain a Bachelor's degree, 
including all fees payable to his College, for less 
than £40, spread over three (or four) years: in 
Medicine the total fees would amount to about 
£110, spread over five years. 

5. The annual examinations of the Colleges are con- 
ducted by the Professors in those Colleges. But 
the University examinations in the Faculties of Arts, 
Science, Law (partially). Music and Engineer- 
ing are conducted by examiners resident in 
the United Kingdom; and the Senate takes 
every care that the most eminent men in 
Great Britain are selected in each branch 
of study for this purpose. In the Faculty of Medi- 
cine it is not possible to carry out this system, and 
the Medical examinations are therefore conducted 
in the Colony, each subject being under two 
examiners, one of whom is not connected with the 
teaching staff. The Examinations for the M.D. 
degree, however, are conducted by Examiners in 
the United Kingdom. 

6. The Governing Body of the University is the Senate 
of 24 Fellows, including a Chancellor and a Vice- 
Chancellor. There is also a Court of Convocation, 
consisting of the Graduates, which has the power 
of recommending to the Senate from time to time 
whatever action it may deem tiecessary. 

As regards the inclusion of women, the University of 
New Zealand, has from its inception, made not the least 
distinction of sex amongst its students and graduates.

The first meeting of the Council of the University^ 
appointed under **The University Act, 1870," took place- 
on the 31st day of May, 1871, as appointed by Proclama- 
tion under the hand of His Excellency the Gtovemor, dated 
the 25th day of April, 1871. 

On the 7th June, 1871, the Council proceeded to the- 
election of the Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor. Henry 
John Tancred was elected Chancellor ; Hugh Carleton was 
elected Vice-Chancellor: both these officers to hold office 
for two years from the date of election. 

On the 14th April, 1873, Henry John Tancred was 
re-elected Chancellor, and Hugh Carleton Vice-Chancellor ; 
both officers to hold office for five years from the 7th of 
June, 1873. 

On the 3rd March, 1875, under the University Act^ 
1874, Henry John Tancred was re-elected Chancellor, and 
Hugh Carleton Vice-Chancellor: both officers to hold office 
for five years from that date. 

On the 3rd March, 1880, Henry John Tancred was re- 
elected Chancellor, and James Hector was elected Vice- 
Chancellor: both officers to hold office for five years from- 
that date. 

On the 26th February, 1885, James Hector was elected 
Chancellor in the place of Henry John Tancred, deceased, 
and John Chapman Andrew was elected Vice-Chancellor: 
both officers to hold office for five years from that date. 

On the 27th February, 1890, James Hector was re- 
elected Chancellor, and John Chapman Andrew was 
re-elected Vice-Chancellor : both to hold office for five years 
from that date. 

On the 28th February, 1895, James Hector was re- 
elected Chancellor, and John Chapman Andrew was 
re-elected Vice-Chancellor : both to hold office for five years 
from that date. 

On the 1st March, 1900, James Hector was re-elected 
Chancellor, and John Chapman Andrew was re-elected 
Vice-Chancellor ; both to hold office for five years from that 
date. 

"On the 8th day of July, 1903, Robert Stout was elected 
Chancellor, and Charles Christopher Bowen was elected 
Vice-Chancellor: both to hold office for three years from 
that date. 

On the 2nd day of July, 1906, Robert Stout was re- 
elected Chancellor, and Charles Christopher Bowen was 
re-elected Vice-Chancellor: both to hold office till 1st 
March, 1909.

REGULATIONS OF THE COURT OF CONVOCATION. 



1. The year of Convocation begins on March 2nd. 

2. The annual fee payable by members of Convocation is Is. 

3. To entitle any graduate to vote at any meeting of Convoca- 
tion the annual fee of Is. must be paid on or before the day before 
such meeting. 

4. Each member of Convocation is to furnish the Clerk with 
his or her address, otherwise the Clerk shall not be bound to forward 
any official communication. 

5. Any member having business to bring forward at any meeting 
may have a notice of it inserted in the circular calling such 
meeting, if notice of such business be given to the Clerk one month 
before the day of such meeting. 
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DISTRICT COURTS OF CONVOCATION. 



By the University Act Amendment Act of 1902 four District 
Courts of Convocation were constituted. The status and powers of 
these Courts will be found defined in the Act, which is printed at 
the end of this volume. 

The following regulations were made under the Act by the 
Senate at its meeting in 1903: — 

Begulatiom for the Iceeping of the Begisters of the District Courts 
of Convocation, and the elections of members of Senate by such 
Courts. 

1. The Eegistrar of the AflUiated Institution in each University- 
District shall, not later than the Slst day of March, 1903, prepare a 
Begi^ter to be known as the Eegister of the District Court of Convo- 
cation of such University District, and shall enroll thereon the names 
and addresses of all graduates of the University of New Zealand 
(including such ad eundem graduates as shall possess the necessary 
qualification for enrolment) whose names and addresses shall at the 
time of such enrolment be on the books of such Affiliated Institution, 
and shall from time to time add to such register the names of all 
such graduates as aforesaid as shall be entitled to be enrolled 
thereon. 

2. No application shall be necessary for the purpose of such 
enrolment. 

3. Any graduate of the said University (includng such gradu- 
ates ad eundem as aforesaid) who shall have resided in any 
University District for not less than three months immediately 
preceding such application, may make application in writing to the 
Registrar of such district to be enrolled on the regi'ster of such 
district, and shall on such application be enrolled accordingly. 

4. No graduate shall be entitled to remain enrolled on the 
register of more than one University District; and on the name of 
any graduate being enrolled on any register under clause 3 hereof 
the Registrar so enrolling shall give notice of such enrolment to the 
Registrars of the other University Districts, and if the name of the 
said graduate shall be entered on the register of any of such other 
Unversity Districts, it shall forthwith be removed therefrom by the 
Registrar of such district. 

5. Any gvaduate may, by notice under his hand delivered to 
the Registrar, object to any register on the ground (1) That any 
person whose name is on the register does not possess the necessary 
qualification, or (2) That any person whose name is not on the 
register possesses the necessary qualification, and iis entitled to have 
his name entered thereon. 

6. Forthwith after receipt of any such objection the Registrar 
shall inquire into and dispose of the same. 

7. Any person agrieved by any decision or act of the Registrar 
relating to any register may appeal therefrom to the Governing Body 
of the Affiliated Institution by notice under his hand, addressed to 
the Chairman, and delivered at the College not later than 5 o'clock 
on the afternoon of the day next before the day on which such 
register is to be closed for the purposes of an impending election. 
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8. Every such appeal shall, before the register is closed, be 
heard and determined by the Governing Body at a meeting held for 
the purpose; and the Registrar shall amend the register in such 
manner as the Governing Body, when disposing of the appeal, directs. 

9. The first election of Members of Senate by the District 
Courts. of Convocation shall be held on the 13th day of May, 1903, 
and subsequent ordinary elections shall be held on the first Wednes- 
day in May of the appropriate years. In the event of a casual 
vacancy, the election shall take place on a day to be fixed by the 
appointing District Court of Convocation, being not less than forty, 
nor more than fifty, days after it shall have received notice of the 
vacancy. 

10. In the case of each election the register shall be closed from 
the day on which nominations for the election close, until the com- 
pletion of the election. 

11. The Registrar shall, by advertisement, publicly notify in 
respect of each election: — 

(a) The day on which the election will be held, and the hour 
at which the poll will be closed. 

(6) The total number of candidates to be elected. 

(c) The day and the hour for the closing of nominations. 

(d) The day and the hour for the closing of the register. 
The first advertisement shall appear not later than the 

twenty-seventh day before the day of the election. 

12. Any elector may, by writing under his hand, appoint any 
other elector his proxy to vote on his behalf at any election; and the 
Registrar shall, upon receipt of such appointment, at any time when 
the register is open, enter on the register of the District the name 
and address of such proxy, and shall post to such proxy in addition 
to the voting paper to which he is entitled in his own right, the voting 
paper to which the elector appointing such proxy is entitled, and afl 
the provisions relating to voting papers shall mutatis mutandis apply 
to such voting papers when signed by the proxy. No proxy shall be in 
force for more than twelve months from the date on which it is 
received by the Registrar. 

13. (a) Such advertisement shall be published in not less than 

two issues of some newspaper published or circulating 
in the district. 

(h) An interval of not less than two days shall elapse between 
each flUch issue and the next, and the last issue shall 
appear not later than the twentieth day next preceding 
the day on which the election is to be held. 

14. Every candidate shall be nominated in writing by one or 
more electors entitled to vote for his election. 

15. Each such elector may nominate auy number of candidates 
not exceeding the number to be elected. 
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16. £ver7 nomination-paper shall be in the form or to the effect • 
following: — I [Name and address] being an elector duly entered 
on the Begister of the District Court of Conyocation of the 
University District, do hereby nominate [Name and Address] as a 
candidate for election to the Senate of the University of New

17. If the nomination paper does not bear the written consent 
of the candidate nominated, such consent may be given by him to the - 
Begistrar before the nominations are closed, and every nomination 
paper shall be void in so far as concerns any candidate whose consent 
is not duly given as aforesaid. 

18. [Nominations shall close at noon on the twentieth day before 
the day of election. 

19. Forthwith after the nominations are closed the Begistrar 
shall prepare and post to each elector, or his registered proxy, at his 
address as appearing on the register, a printed voting paper con- 
taining in alphabetical order of surnames a printed list of all the 
duly-nominated candidates for whom such elector, or his registered 
proxy, is entitled to vote; and such voting-paper shall be in the 
form, or to the effect following: —

20. The voting paper, if delivered to the Begistrar, must be* 
delivered in a sealed envelope before the day of election, or not later 
than 5 o'clock on the afternoon of that day; and' if posted to him,, 
must be posted in a sealed envelope on or before that day. 

21. The poll shaU close at 5 o'clock on the afternoon of the day 
of the election; but aU voting papers shall be included and coimted 
which are received by the Begistrar in due course of post before the- 
close of the sixth' day after the day of the election. 

22. A voting-paper shall be informal in any of the following 
cases, that is to say: — 

(a) If it is not duly signed by the elector or his registered 
proxy; or 

(&) If the candidates whose names are left uncancelled 
exceed in number the total number of candidates for 
whom the elector is entitled to vote; or 

(c) If, being delivered to the Begistrar, the sealed envelope 
containing the voting-paper is not delivered at his office- 
bef ore the close of the poll ; or 

(d) If having been forwarded by post, the sealed envelope 
containing the voting-paper is not received at the office 
of the Begistrar before the seventh day after the day of 
election, or if, from the postmark on the envelope or 

, otherwise, the Begistrar is satisfied that it was not posted 

until after the day of the election. 

23. On the seventh day after the day of the election the 
Begistrar shall open and examine all the voting-papers duly delivered 
to him or received by him through the post as aforesaid, and, after 
rejecting all informal voting-papers, shall ascertain the candidates 
(not exceeding this total number to be elected) who have received the 
greatest number of the votes of such electors, and shall declare such- 
candidates to be elected. 

24. If by reason of an equality of votes given for two or more 
candidates the election is not complete, the Begistrar shall decide 
by lot in the presence of the Chairman of the Governing body, which> 
candidate or candidates shall be elected, and thereby complete the 
election. 

25. Forthwith, after the completion of the election, the Begistrar 
shall notify to the Chancellor the names of the persons elected. 

26. If any dispute or question shall arise touching the regularity 
of any election, such dispute or question shall be determined by a 
Stipendiary Magistrate in manner provided by "The Begulation of 
Local i/leetions Act, 1876," all the provisions of which shall, mutatis 
mutandis, apply in so far as the same are applicable.

UNIVERSITY OF NEW ZEALAND. 



CHAPTER L— GENERAL. 



THE CALENDAR. 

There shall be a University Calendar, the announce- 
ments in which shall be, and shall be deemed to be, sufficient 
official announcements to all members of the University. 

TITLES OF vSTATUTES. 

Every Statute made by the Senate shall be distin- 
guished by a Short Title, indicating the subject of such 
Statute, and may be cited or referred to by such Short 
Title. 

THE SEAL OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

The seal shall bear the following blazon: Within a 
circular ribbon, and on a ground diapree, an antique 
escocheon, bearing azure, between fourestoils of eight 
points in cross argent, a book open fesswise of the same, 
edged and indexed proper. Motto: On an escrol argent 
fimbriated gules surmounting the ground diapree and 
passing behind the escocheon, the words ^^Sapere aude." 

MEETINGS OF THE SENATE 

I. The Senate of the University in session assembled 
shall convene and appoint the time and place of meeting 
of the said Senate for each successive session, and so on 
from session to session. 

II. The Chancellor, or the Vice-Chancellor, or, in case 
of the absence of both from the Colony, the Registrar, shall 
convene a meeting of the Senate upon a written requisition 
3 
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of not less than ten Fellows, setting forth the objects for 
which the meeting is required to be convened ; and the 
meeting shall be called not less than thirty days after the 
receipt of the requisition by the Chancellor, or Viee- 
Chancellor, or Eegistrar, as the case may be. 

III. The Chancellor, or in his absence from the Colony, 
the Vice-Chancellor, may of his own proper motion convene 
special meetings of the Senate. 

THE BEGULATION OF PEOXIES. 

I. Proxies shall be delivered in form as follows: — 

**I, A.B., do hereby empower CD. to exercise my 
right of voting at E.F. Meeting of. the Senate 
of the University of New Zealand." 

II. Any Fellow having given such proxy shall retain 
the right of cancelling that proxy or suspending it in 
regard to any specified question, either by letter or tele- 
gram addressed to the Chancellor or Vice-Chancellor. 

III. No proxy shall be available for any session save 
the one for which it was given. 

DIPLOMAS. 

I. Each successful candidate for a degree shall receive 
a diploma under the hand of the Chancellor, sealed with 
the University seal, certifying that such a degree has been 
conferred. The form of such diploma shall be as follows : —

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CONFERRING OF DEGREES. 

Every degree gained by examination shall be conferred 
by the Chancellor, or a deputy appointed by him, either 
at a meeting summoned for the purpose at one of the four 
principal centres of the Colony, or at a meeting of the 
University Senate. The form of words to be used by the 
Chancellor or his deputy shall be as follows : — 

**By the authority of the Senate of the University 
of New Zealand, I, A.B., Chancellor (or acting 
on behalf of the Chancellor) now confer upon 
CD. the degree of in this University." 

ACADEMIC DRESS 

I. Graduates must appear at all public ceremonies of 
the University in the academic costume proper to their 
degree, but graduates admitted ad eundem may wear the 
academic costume of their own University. 

II. The robe for the Chancellor of the University is a 
black silk gown, with scarlet velvet collar and facings 
embroidered with gold 

III. The rpbe for the Vice-Chancellor is a black silk 
gown, with scarlet velvet collar and facings embroidered 
with gold less richly than that of the Chancellor. 

IV. The costume of a Fellow of the University is a 
black silk gown edged with scarlet cord, and a black velvet 
trencher with tassel. 

V. The robe for the Registrar is black silk, w^th 
scarlet silk collar and facings. 

VI. The gown for the Bachelor of Arts is the same as 
that of the Cambridge Bachelor of Arts; the hood is of 
the same size and shape as that of the Cambridge Master 
of Arts, and is lined with pink silk and bordered with 
white fur. 

VII. The gown for the Master of Arts is the same as 
that of the Cambridge Master of Arts; the hood is the 
same size and shape as that of the Cambridge Master of 
Arts, and is lined with pink siik. 
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VIII. The gown for the Doctor of Literature is the 
same as that of the Master of Arts ; the hood is of the same 
size and shape as that of the Master of Arts and is made 
wholly of pink silk. 

IX. The gown for the Bachelor of Science is the same 
as that of the Bachelor of Arts; the hood is of the same 
size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is lined 
with dark blue silk, and bordered with white fur. 

X. The gown for the Master of Science is the same as 
that of the Bachelor of Science; the hood is of the same 
size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Science, and is 
lined with dark blue silk. 

XI. The gown for the Doctor of Science is the same as 
that of the Bachelor of Science ; the hood is of the same 
size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Science, and made 
wholly of dark blue silk. 

XII. The gown for the Bachelor of Laws is the same 
as that of the Bachelor of Arts; the hood is oi the same 
size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is 
lined with light blue silk, and bordered with white fur. 

XIII. The gown for the Master of Laws is the same as 
that of the Master of Arts ; the hood is of tlie same size and 
shape as that of the Master of Arts, and is lined with blue 
silk. 

XIV. The gown for the Doctor of Laws is the same as 
that of the Master of Laws; the hood is of the same size 
and shape as that of the Master of Laws, and made wholly 
of light blue silk. 

XV. The gown for the Bachelor of Medicine is the 
same as that of the Bachelor of Arts; the hood is of the 
same size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is 
lined with mauve silk, and bordered with white fur. 

XVI. The gown for the Doctor of Medicine is the same 
size as that of the Bachelor of Medicine ; the hood is of the 
same size and shape as that of the Bachelor of JVIedicine, 
and made wholly of mauve silk. 
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XVII. The gown for the Bachelor of Music is the same 
as that of the Bachelor of Arts; the hood is of the same 
size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Arts, and is lined 
with white silk and bordered with white fur. 

XVIII. The gown for the Doctor of Music is the same 
size as that of the Bachelor of Music; the hood is of the 
same size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Music, and 
made wholly of white silk. 

XIX. The go\^Ti for the Bachelor of Engineering is 
the same as that of the Bachelor of Science ; the hood is of 
the same size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Science, 
lined with violet silk, and bordered with white fur. 

XX. The gown for the Bachelor of Agriculture is the 
same as that of the Bachelor of Science; the hood is of 
the same size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Science, 
lined with light green silk, and bordered with wiiite fur. 

XXI. The gown for the Bachelor of Dental Surgery- 
is the same as that of the Bachelor of Medcine; the hood 
is of the same size and shape as that of the Bachelor of 
Medicine, lined with purple silk, and bordered with white 
fur. 

XXII. The gown for the Bachelor of Veterinary 
Science is the same as that of the Bachelor of Medicine; 
the hood is of the same size and shape as that of the 
Bachelor of Medicine, lined with crimson silk, and 
bordered with white fur. 

XXIII. The gown for the Bachelor of Commerce is 
the same as that of the Bachelor of Science ; the hood is of 
the same size and shape as that of the Bachelor of Science, 
lined with orange silk, and bordered with white fur.

The Institutions affiliated to the University ai*e: — 
The University College, Auckland 
The Victoria University College, Wellington. 
The Cani-erbury University College, Christchurch. 
The University of Otago, Dunedin. 



AFFILIATED INSTITUTIONS AND RECOGNISED 
PROFESSIONAL SCHOOLS. 

I. Collegiate or Scholastic Institutions in the Colony 
may be affiliated undei* the following conditionfi: — 

(a) That such Institutions provide, for the purpose 
of teaching and lecturing, lecture-rooms with 
suitable apparatus and appliances. 

(&) That for a period of not less than six months 
in each year lectures shall be regularly given by 
the teachers and lecturers of such Institutions. 

(c) That it be shown to the satisfaction of the 
Senate that such Institutions are competent to 
supply, through their professors, lecturers, and 
teachers, a three years' course of instruction in 
Latin, Pure Mathematics, and not less than four 
of the other subjects of study prescribed for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

II. It shall be the duty of the governing body of each 
Affiliated Institution to make a report to the Senate, in 
the month of December in each year, of the number and 
subjects of lectures delivered to the undergraduates in 
such Institution during the year last past, and such report 
shall include a statement of the terms kept, and conditions 
on which attendance is reckoned, and the general course 
of instruction followed.

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III. Any institution affiliated to the University may 
cease to be so affiliated upon application to that effect 
being made by the governing body of such Institution to 
the Chancellor, or by resolution of the Senate if the 
annual report be not made, or if the report shall fail to 
show that the three years' course of instruction required 
in the con-.litions of affiliation is duly supplied. 

IV. Each Affiliated Institution shall, between the 1st 
day of October and the 31st day of December in each year, 
hold examinations in all the subjects taught under the 
conditions of affiliation, in which students may desire to 
be examined. 

The names of the undergraduates who shall have passed 
the several examinations shall be forwarded to the 
Registrar of the University. 

V. A recognised school is required to make an annual 
report to the Senate of the same kind as that which an 
affiliated Institution is required to make, and may cease 
to be recognised if its governing body make application 
to that effect to the Chancellor, or by resolution of the 
Senate if the annual report be ]iot made, or if the provision 
made by the school for the Instruction of its students 
ceaise to be sufficient for the purposes for which the recog- 
nition was accorded. 



Note. — The University of Otago is a recognised School of Medi- 
cine ; the Canterbury Agricultural College, Lincoln, is a recognised 
School of Agriculture; Canterbury College is a recognised School of 
Mechanical, Electrical and Civil Engineering; the University of 
Otago is a recognised School of Mining and Metallurgical Engineer- 
ing. The first year in Medicine or Engineering may be taken at 
any of the Affiliated Colleges, if the necessary teaching is provided. 
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CHAPTER III.— ADMISSION AD EVNDEM. 



I. Any person who has passed the Matriculation 
Examination of any chartered University, or com- 
pleted any part of his undergraduate course at any- 
such University, may on the approval of the 
Chancellor be' admitted to Matriculation without 
examination; and any person so admitted shall 
have the same standing, with respect to the keeping 
of terms only, as he would have had if any terms which he 
has kept in another University had been kept in the Uni- 
versity of New Zealand. Prov^ided that where the Senate 
is satisfied that the work done by the person applying for 
admission is equivalent to similar work required from 
undergraduates of the University of New Zealand, the 
Chancellor may admit him ad eundem statum with 
respect to the passing of examinations also. Applicants 
under this section must send to the Registrar — (a) Any 
evidence in their possession of their standing at their 
former University; (&) A fee of two guineas; (c) A 
statutory declaration of identity. 

II. Any person who shall have been admitted to any 
Degree in any British Chartered University, or in any 
British or foreign University recognised by the Senate 
for the purposes of this Statute, may be admitted by the 
Senate to the same Degree in the University of New Zea- 
land, provided that such Degree is one of those granted 
by the University of New Zealand. Candidates must, on 
or before the first daj^ of the meeting of the Senate in 
any year, lodge with the Registrar as evidence a diploma 
or Calendar of the University to which they have formerly 
belonged, or a certificate of the Registrar or other recog- 
nised officer of the said University, together with proof 
of their identity by means of a statutory declaration or 
a certificate from a member of the Senate. 

Note. — The following Universities have been recognised up to 
the present in certain individual degrees — namely, Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, Glasgow, Aberdeen, St. Andrew's, Edinburgh, Dublin, 
Queen's (Ireland), Yale (U.S.A.), Toronto, Durham, London, Eoyal 
University of Ireland, Victoria University (Manchester), Birming- 
ham, Liverpool, Leeds, Sheffield, Sydney, Melbourne, Adelaide, 
Manitoba. 



STATUTES 41 

III. The fee for admission ad eiuidem, either as a 
graduate or as an undergraduate, shall be two guineas, 
and shall be paid by the applicant at the time of making 
application for such admission. Provided that a candidate 
for admission ad eundem may be admitted to more than one 
degree at one time without paying any additional fee. 

IV. Any Master of Arts j»r Science with First Class 
Honours belonging to any of the Universities referred to 
in this Statute may, if resident in New Zealand, be admit- 
ted dd eundem statum, provided that the Senate considers 
his First Class Honours in every respect equivalent to the 
corresponding Honours in the University of New Zealand. 
Every Master so admitted shall be allowed to present a 
Thesis for the Doctorate on condition that he pays the 
necessary fees, and satisfies the Senate that his Thesis has 
been written since his admission ad eundem staUim, and 
that a period of not less than fiYQ years has elapsed since 
he attained his Bachelor's or Master's Degree. 
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CHAPTER IV.— EXAMINATIONS. 



CONDUCT OF UNIVERSITY EXAMINATIONS. 

I. The examinations shall be held at such places within 
the Colony as shall be appointed by the Chancellor, and at 
the times notified in the Calendar for each year. 

II. Every candidate for any examination must give 
notice in writing of his intention to present himself for 
such examination ; and the notice must be sent so as to be 
in the hands of the Registrar by the date notified in the 
Calendar for the giving of such notice. The notice must 
be accompanied by the prescribed fee. Provided that the 
notice and fee may be received after the prescribed date 
if accompanied by a special fee in addition to the 
prescribed fee, the special fee being two guineas within 
fourteen days, and four guineas within twenty-eight days 
after the prescribed date. 

III. The examinations shall be conducted by means of 
papers to be severally prepared by the Examiners, and 
three hours shall be allowed for each paper. 

IV. Candidates shall write out answers to the ques- 
tions in the presence of a Supervisor, who shall be 
appointed by the Chancellor, and in accordance with such 
detailed instructions as may be furnished by the Chan- 
cellor. Any candidate who is guilty of anj^ dishonest 
practice in connection with any examination shall be liable 
to disquali fication for such period as the Senate determines. 

V. The written answers shall be transmitted by the 
Supervisor to the Registrar, and shall by him be trans- 
mitted to the Examiners — ^that is to say, each answer to 
the Examiner who set the paper, who shall examine the 
same and report thereon to the Chancellor. 

VI. The Examiners and Supervisors shall receive such 
remuneration for their services as the Senate shall in each 
case determine. 

VII. The Examiners shall preserve the papers of the 
candidates for three months from the date of sending in 
their reports. 
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CHAPTER v.— MATRICULATION. 



MATEICULATION 

I. Every student upon entering the University shall be 
matriculated — ^that is, shall have his name enrolled upon 
the books of the University. No student shall be matri- 
culated* until he has passed the Matriculation Examina- 
tion. Students who have passed the Preliminary Examina- 
tion of Medical Students, Junior Scholars and unsuccessful 
candidates for Junior Scholarships who, in the opinion of 
the Chancellor, upon the report of the Examiners, are fit 
to be matriculated, shall be held to have passed the Matri- 
culation Examination. 

II. Every student shall, at Matriculation, make the 
following declaration : — 

**I do solemnly promise that I will faithfully obey 
the Statutes of the University, so far as they 
appl> to me ; and I hereby declare that I believe 
myself to have attained the age of sixteen years. ' ' 

III. No examination passed by any student before he 
has made the foregoing declaration can count towards the 
keeping of terms. 

IV. In every year the latest date for Matriculation 
shall be the Monday nearest to the first of May, and no 
person shall be held to have been matriculated in any year 
unless he shall have fulfilled all the conditions of this 
Statute on or before that date.

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CHAPTER VL— UNIVERSITY TERMS. 



TERMS AND LECTURES. 

I. Any student matriculated to the University, whose 
name is on the books of an Affiliated College, and who has 
attended its lectures and passed its annual examination, 
shall be deemed to have kept the terms of the year; 
provided that the passing of the annual examination shall 
not be required of students who are qualifying themselves 
for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, Bachelor of Dental 
Surgery, Bachelor of Veterinafy Science, Bachelor of 
Agriculture, or for any of the branches of the degree of 
Bachelor of Engineering. But such students must in all 
cases furnish to the Chancellor certificates showing that 
they have attended the classes and passed the examinations 
prescribed in their College course to the satisfaction of 
their teachers. 

II. Any student desirous of having his name trans- 
ferred from the books of one Affiliated College to those of 
another shall apply to the Chancellor for leave to do so, 
forwarding to the Chancellor, along with his application, 
a bene discessit from the Chairman of the Professorial 
Board of the College from whose books he proposes to 
withdraw his name ; and, on the Chancellor being satisfied, 
the Registrar shall communicate the fact of the trans- 
ference to both of the Colleges concerned. No student 
whose name has been on the books of one Affiliated College 
can keep terms at another unless his name has been duly 
transferred in accordtoce with the requirements of this 
Section. 

Note. — Proper transfer-forms may be obtained from the 
Chairman of the Professorial Board of each Affiliated College. 

III. Any student who does not reside within ten miles 
of an Affiliated College, or who is engaged in acquiring a 
profession or trade, or earning a livelihood, or who objects 
on grounds of religious scruples, (whereof the evidence 
shall be satisfactory to the Chancellor), shall not 
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be required to attend, lectures as a condition of 
keeping terms while qualifying himself for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, or for the ordinary degree of Bachelor 
of Science, or for the degree of Bachelor of Laws, 
or Bachelor of Commerce; but a student entitled to 
exemption from attendance at lectures under this Statute 
must have his name on the books of an Affiliated College, 
and must pass its annual examination in order to keep the 
terms of the year* All such exemptions from attendance 
at lectures must be applied for through the Professorial 
Board of the College to which the applicant is attached. 

IV. No student shall be allowed to present himself for 
examination in any branch of Physical Science, or of 
Natiiral Science, or of Chemistry, either at the annual 
examination of an Affiliated College or at any degree 
examination prescribed by the University, unless subse- 
quently to matriculation he has both attended the regular 
course of instruction in the subject at the Affiliated College 
to which he is attached, and gone through a prescribed 
course of practical work in the subject. 



*An undergraduate desiring to take advantage of the provisions 
of this clause must forward to the Chairman of the Professorial 
Board of his College a declaration stating the grounds on which the 
application for exemption is based. 

He must also give to the Eegistrar of his College, on or before 
15th August in each year, notice of his intention to come up for his 
annual examination, and of the subjects which he proposes to take 
up forwarding also the fee prescribed by the College. 
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CHAPTER VII.— PRIZES. 



THE BOWEN PRIZE. 

[This prize arises from a donation by the late Sir G. F. Bowen, 
K.C.M.G., a former Governor of New Zealand, of £100 for the 
purpose set forth in this Statute.] 

I. There shall be a prize, to be called the **Boweii 
Prize," of the value of not more than ten pounds, to be 
given every alternate year for the best essay, as hereinafter 
provided. The prize shall be of books, and each volume 
shall be suitably bound, and shall be impressed with the 
seal of the University. 

II. The prize shall be open to all matriculated students , 
of the University who shall not have taken their degree, 
but it shall not be awarded more than once to the same 
undergraduate. 

III. The Examiners shall be the Chancellor, the Viee- 
Chancellor, and one other person to be appointed by the 
Senate of the University in each year: Provided that such 
last-mentioned person shall hold office till the appointment 
of his successor : Provided also that in the case of a vacancy 
occurring in the above-mentioned body of Examiners, the 
Chancellor shall appoint some fit person to supply' such 
vacancy. 

Note: — The decision of the Examiners is made known, and the 
Prize awarded, by the Senate at its annual session in January; the 
next award of the Biennial Prize wiU be made in January, 1908. 

IV. The subject for the essay shall be selected by the 
Examiners appointed as above, or any two of them, and 
shall be given out in the month of March in each alternate 
year ; and the essays shall be sent in to the Registrar before 
the 31st December in the year to which the subject is 
assigned.* 

* The essays must be sent in with a motto prefixed, but without 
the name of the writer attached thereto. The name and address 
of the candidate must be enclosed in a separate sealed envelope, on 
the outside of which is to be written the motto prefixed to the essay. 
Essays should bo type-written in quarto, with a margin of one inch. 
Competitors are specially advised to study conciseness and clearness 
of thought and expression. Great importance will also be attached 
by the Examiners 'to originality and independence of thought. 
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V. The subject of the essay shall be connected with, 
or shall bear reference to, British History, or the history, 
institutions, or destinies of the British Colonies, or any of 
them. 

Subject for 1907: — "The effects of Systematic (as distin- 
guished from casual or sporadic) Colonisation by the British race." 



THE MACMILLAN-BROWN MEMORIAL PRIZE. 

[This Prize arises from a Fund of about £110 raised by subscrip- 
tion amongst students of the Canterbury College for the purpose 
set forth in the Statute, .in commemoration of the services of 
Professor John Macmillan-Brown, M.A., who held the chair of 
English Language and Literature, History and Political 
Economy from 1874 to 1896 In Canterbury College.] 

I. There shall be a prize, to be called **The Macmillan- 
Brown Memorial Prize,'' of the value of not more than 
ten pounds, to be given every alternate year for the best 
imaginative composition either in prose or verse, at the 
option of the competitors, as hereinafter provided. The 
prize shall consist of books, and each volume shall be 
suitably bound, and shall be imprssed with the arms of the 
Universitj^. 

II. The prize shall be open to all matriculated students 
of the University who shall not have taken their degree, 
but it shall not be awarded more than once to the same 
undergraduate. 

III. There shall be three Examiners, of whom one shall 
be a member of the Senate, one a Professor of English 
Literature m a College affiliated to the University of New 
Zealand (or, if the services of a Professor shall not be 
available, then such other person as the Senate shall 
appoint), and one a Graduate of the University of New 
Zealand. Such Examiners shall from time to time be 
appointed by the Senate, and in the event of a vacancy 
occurring the Chancellor shall appoint some fit person to 
supply such vacancy. 

Note. — The decision of the Examiners is made known, and the 
prize awarded by the Senate at its annual session in January. The 
next award of the Biennial Prize will be made in January, 1909. 
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IV. The subject for each competition shall be 
appointed from time to time by the Senate and shall be 
one capable of imaginative treatment, and in awarding the 
prize regard shall be had chiefly to the originality, imagin- 
ative power, and artistic merit of the composition. 

V. The subject appointed shall be announced in the 
University Calendar, and competitors shaU be required to 
send in their compositions to the Registrar not later than 
the month of December in the year to which the subject is 
assigned.* 

Subject for 1908: — **A Dialogue or Dramatic Scene on the 
Meeting of Milton and Galileo." 



* The essavs must be sent in with a motto prefixed, but without 
the name of the writer attached thereto. The name and address of 
of the candidate must be enclosed in a separate sealed envelope, on 
the outside of which is to be written the motto prefixed to the essay. 
The composition should be type-written, in quarto, with a margin 
of one inch, and should not be of greater length than an ordinary 
magazine article. 
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CHAPTER VIIL— SCHOLARSHIPS. 



THE SCHOLARSHIP FUND. 

I. The sum of one thousand five hundred pounds out of 
the annual income of the University shall be appropriated 
yearly, and paid into a separate account, for the establish- 
ment from time to time of Scholarships according to regu- 
ations to be made by the Senate. Any sums which may 
not have been expended during any year out of funds 
appropriated to Scholarships may be invested from time 
to time as the Senate may direct, and the interest accruing 
thereon shall be available for increasing the number of 
Scholarships as occasion may require. The balance of the 
University funds shall be apropriated to defraying the 
expenditure incident to the conduct of examinations, and 
for the general purposes of the University, as may be 
directed by the Senate. 

THE VALUE AND TENURE OF ORDINARY 
SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I. There shall be ordinary Scholarships of two kinds, 
to be called Junior and Senior Scholarships respectively. 

II. The annual value of each Junior Scholarship shall 
be £35, provided that £20 shall be added to the value of 
the Scholarship in the case of every Junior Scholar who is 
obliged to live away from home in order to attend a 
Univei'sity College. The value of each Senior Scholarship 
shall be £60. 

Note. — The values of Scholarships obtained prior to the exami- 
nations of 1907 remain as hitherto, £30 and £50 xespectively. 

III. The number of Senior Scholarships to be offered 
each year shall be fourteen. The number of Junior 
Scholarships shall be fixed by the Senate at the Annual 
Meeting previous to the Examination for such Scholar- 
ships.* 

IV. Any Junior Scholar who may become entitled to 
the benefit of a Senior Scholarship shall thereby vacate his 
Junior Scholarship; and no Scholar shall in any case 
receive the emoluments of more than one Scholarship at 
the same time. 

*Ten Junior Scholarships are offered for 1907. 
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JUNIOR UNIVERSITY, SENIOR NATIONAL, AND 
QUEEN'S SCHOLARSHIPS. 

In each year an examination is held, on the results of 
which the following Scholarships are awarded: — 
(a) Junior University Scholarships. 
(6) Senior National Scholarships. 
(c) Queen's Scholarships. 

JUNIOR university SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I. The Junior Scholarships shall be open to candidates 
who are between the ages of sixteen and nineteen on the 
1st December in the year in which they offer themselves 
for examination, and who have not been matriculated,* 
and who have not carried on their studies at any University 
College or University; and each Scholarship shall be 
tenable for three years except as herein otherwise provided. 

II. Candidates for Junior Scholarships must state the 
schools at which they have been educated during the 
previous five years + 

III. The Junior Scholarships shall be awarded at an 
examination to be held annually at the same time as the 
Matriculation Examination, and shall depend upon 
comparative excellence in any number (not exceeding five) 
of the following subjects. 

1. Latin. 

2. Greek. 

3. English. 

4. French. 

5. German. 

6. Mathematics. 

7. History and Geography. 

8. Natural and Physical Science. 

The time allowed for each paper set in these subjects 
shall be three hours. 

* For Matriculation, see Chapter V. 

f Candidates' notices for examination ' in 1907 must be sent in 
to tJie Registrar not later than October 16th, with the fee of one 
guinea; or, if sent within two weeks after, with two guineas extra; 
or, if sent within four weeks after, with four guineas extra. 

The Examination for 1907 will commence on Tuesday, December 
3rd, and will be held at any centre at which there may be ten or 
more candidates for December Examinations, or where, if not so 
many, total payments in fees may be made up to the amount of 
twenty guineas. 
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The following shall be the papers set: — 

1. Latin. — 

(a) Questions on Grammar, including short passages of 
sentences of moderate difficulty for translation or 
elucidation; questions on Roman Antiquities; ques- 
tions on Roman History down to the death of 
Augustus. 

(6) Translation at sight from and into Latin, 
including at least one piece of simple historical 
narrative for translation into Latin Prose. 

2. Greek.— 

(a) Questions on Grammar, including short passages 
or sentences of moderate difficulty for translation 
or elucidation. 

(6) Translation at sight from and into Greek, 
including at least one piece of simple narrative for 
translation into Greek Prose. 

3. English.— 

(a) General Questions on Grammar, Etymology and 
the history of the English language. 

(6) Passages from any standard authors for explana- 
tion and illustration, together with questions testing 
the candidate's appreciation of literary style; a 
short essay on some easily understood subject (a 
choice of at least three subjects to be given). 

4. French. — 

(a) Translation from English into French. Questions 
on Grammar. 

(6) Translation from French into English. Questions 
on Grammar. 

-5. German. — 

(a) Translation from English into German. Questions 
on Grammar. 

(6) Translation from German into English. Questions 
on Grammar. 
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6. Mathematics. — 

(a) Arithmetic (the whole subject). The use of 
algebraical processes and symbols shall be permitted. 
Algebra to Quadratic Equations inclusive, with 
simple graphs, and the use of graphical methods; 
also Ratio, Proportion, Variation, the Progressions, 
Permutations and Combinations. 

(b) Elementary Geometry. — (1) Practical Geometry^ 
and the Theoretical Geometry of angles at a point, 
parallel straight lines, triangles and rectilinear 
figures, areas, loci, and the circle, as defined in the 
Statute ** Matriculation," section I., subsection 4. 

(2) Practical Geometry, as in Schedule C below. 

(3) Theoretical Plane and Solid Geometry, as in 
Schedule D below. 

SCHEDULE C. 

Practical Geometry, 

Determination by measurement of the ratio of the circumference 
of a circle to its diameter. 

The area of a circle. 

To draw a normal to a plane from an external point. 

Projections of a point on three planes at right angles. 

Determination of a point by means of its oo-otrdinates (x, y, z)^ 
referred to three rectangular axes, and by means of its polar co- 
ordinates. 

Projection of a straight line on a plane naaking a given angle 
with it. 

Projection of a plane figure on a plane making a given angle 
with it. 

Development of the right prism, and of the right pyramid. 

Determination of the surface, the base being a regular polygon^ 
of the right prism and right pyramid. 

Volume of the prism and pyramid. 

The generation of the right circular cylinder, right circular cone^ 
and sphere by revolution. 

Development of the right circular cylinder, and right circular 
cone; the surface of each. 

Volume of the cylinder, cone and sphere. 

SCHEDULE D. 
Wl^eeretical Gecmeiry (Plane). 

If a straight line is drawn parallel to one side of a triangle, the 
other sides are divided proportionally; and the converse. 

If two triangles are equiangular, their corresponding sides are 
proportional; and the converse. 
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If two triangles have one angle of the one equal to one angle of 
the other, and the sides about their equal angles proportional, the 
triangles are similar. 

The internal bisector of an angle of a triangle divides the 
opposite side internally in the ratio of the sides containing the 
angle, and likewise the external bisector externally. 

The ratio of the areas of similar triangles is equal to the ratio 
of the squares on corresponding sides. 

The ratio of the areas of similar polygons is equal to the ratio 
of the squares on corresponding sides. In equal circles (or in the 
same crcle) the ratio of any two angles at the centre or of any 
two sectors is equal to the ratio of the arcs on which they stand. 

The rectangle contained by the diagonals of any quadrilateral is 
less than the sum of the rectangles containd by its opposite sides — 
excepting in the case of a cyclic quadrilateral, when the inequality 
becomes an equality. 

The area of a regular polygon equals the area of a rectangle 
whose base is half the perimeter and whose altitude is the apothem. 

The area of a circle equals the area of a rectangle whose base 
is equal to half the circumference and whose altitude is the radius. 

Solid Geometry, 

The intersection of two planes is a straight line. 

Through three points not collinear only one plane can be drawn. 

If a Sraight line be perpendicular to each of two straight 
lines at their point of intersection it is perpendicular to the plane 
passing through them. 

All normals to the same plane are parallel to one another. 

The projection of a straight line on a plane is a straight line. 

Planes which have a common normal are parallel. 

Every plane passing through a normal to a plane is perpendi- 
cular to that plane. 

The plane angles which contain any solid angle are together less 
than four right angles. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two fixed points 
is the plane bisecting at right angles the join of the two fixed points. 

The locus of a straight line perpendicular to a given straight 
line at a given point therein is a plane. 

The locus of a point equidistant from two fixed planes consists 
of the two planes passing through the intersection of the fixed planes 
and bisecting the angles between them. 

The section of a prism or a pyramid by a plane parallel to its 
base is similar to the base, and in the case of a prism is equal to the 



The section of a right circular cylinder or cone by a plane 
parallel to the base is a circle, and in the case of the cylinder is 
equal to the base. 

The section of a sphere by a plane is a circle. 

The intersection of two spheres is the circumference of a circle. 

The intersections of a sphere and a right circular cylinder or 
cone whose axis passes through the centre are circles. 

The cylinder or cone circumscribing a sphere touches the sphere 
along the circumference of a great or small circle respectively. 
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Parallelepipeds (or prisms, or pyramids, or cylinders, or cones) 
on the same base and of the same altitude are equal in volume. 

A prism on a triangular base can be divided into three triangular 
pyramids equal in volume; hence 

The volume of any pyramid (or cone) equals one-third of the 
volume of the prism (or cylinder) on the same base and of the same 
altitude. 

The volume of a sphere equals two-thirds of the volume of the 
circumscribing cylinder.

7. History and Geogpaphy. — 

(a) The Outlines of the History of England, from the 
accession of Elizabeth, with special reference to the 
Colonies.

The earth's 
crust, its folding, faulting, movements slow and 
sudden. Rain, dew, snow, hail, ice. Work of rain, 
ice, rivers, and the sea. Distribution of well-known 

■ plants and animals. 
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8. Natural and Physical Science. — Any two of the follow- 
ing — 

(a) Chemistry. — The chief physical and chemical 
characters of the following elements and of their 
more important compounds: — Oxygen, hydrogen, 
carbon, nitrogen, chlorine, bromine, iodine, fluorine, 
sulphur, phosphorus, silicon, sodium, potassium, 
calcium, magnesium, zinc, aluminium, iron, man- 
ganese, chromium, lead, silver, copper, mercury, tin, 
gold, platinum. The laws of chemical combination. 
Equivalents. The atomic theory. Atomic values 
(Valency). The general nature of acids, bases and 
salts. The elements of qualitative analysis. 

(b) Magnetism and Electricity. — Properties of mag- 
nets. Magnetic field. Magnetic induction. Mag- 
netic laws and units. Elementary facts of 
terrestrial magnetism. Electrical attraction and 
repubion. Conduction and insulation. Electrostatic 
induction. Distribution of electricity on conduc- 
tors. Simple electrostatic laws. Electrostatic units. 
Friction machines. Condensers. Common forms of 
voltaic batteries. Heating, chemical, and magnetic 
effects of electric currents. Electro-magnetic 
units. Galvanometers. Ohm's law and its simple 
applications. Measurement of resistance and of 
electromotive force. 

(c) Sound and Light. — Production and propagation of 
sound. Intensity. Pitch. Quality. Velocity of 
sound in uniform media. Eeflection of sound. 
Vibration of strings, and of the air in pipes. 
Resonance. Beats. The diatonic scale. Production 
and propagation of light. Photometry. Velocity of 
light; and modes of determining it. Reflection and 
refraction. Formation of images by plane and 
spherical mirrors and by simple lenses. The 
prismatic spectrum. Optical instruments and 
vision. 

{d) Heat. — Expansion of solids, liquids and gases. 
Thermometry. Liquefaction and solidification. 
Vaporisation and condensation. Properties of 
vapours. Hygrometry. Latent heat. Specific heat. 
Calorimetry. Conduction. Convection. The 
mechanical equivalent of heat. 
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(e) Elementary Mechanics of Solids and plaids. — 

Composition and resolution of statical forces; 
mechanical powers, ratio of the power to the weight 
in each ; centre of gravity ; laws of motion ; laws of 
motion of falling bodies; hydrostatics. 
(/) Botany. — {o>) The structure, physiology, and life- 
history of HaematococcMS, Spirogyra, a Pueoid, 
Bactria, Yeast, Mucor, Saprolegnia, Penicillium, 
Agaricus, Marchantia, a Moss, a Fern, Pimis, any 
flowering plant. (6) The modifications of roots, 
stems, leaves, etc., to different purposes, parasitism, 
fertilisation of flowers and modes of dispersion of 
seeds, (c) The classification of flowering plants and 
the chief characters of Liliaceae, Irideae, Graminese, 
Salieinea*, Ranunculaceae, Cruciferae, Violaeeae, 
Umbellifewe, Bosacese, LeguminosaB, Scrophular- 
incse, Ericaceae, Compositae. (The subject to be 
treated in greater detail than for Matriculation.) 

IV. No candidate shall present himself for examination 
in more than five of the subjects prescribed in Section III. 
of this Statute, and to such subjects the values given in the 
Schedule hereunto appended shall be assigned: Provided 
that for the purpose of awarding Junior Scholarships no 
marks shall be counted in any subject in whicli the candi- 
date shall have obtained less than one-fifth of the value 
assigned to that subject.

V. As soon as possible after the holding of the examina- 
tion there shall be published in order of merit a, list of 
those who have obtained Scholarships; and also a list of 
those who have obtained two-thirds of the average marks 
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of the fifteen candidates who are highest on the list; and 
those who have obtained this proportion of marks shall be 
deemed to have obtained credit. The names of all the 
candidates and the marks which they have obtained in the 
several subjects shall be published in order of merit. 

VI. No person who has obtained a Junior Scholarship 
shall be allowed to compete for a Junior Scholarship at a 
subsequent examination, unless he gives notice to the Chan- 
cellor, in writing, before the 20th of February, that he does 
not intend to hold the scholarship, which he has won. 

VII. No person shall be entitled to hold a Junior 
Scholarship unless within three months after its acquisition 
he shall have been matriculated as a member of the Univer- 
sity, and shall have entered his name upon the books of 
some College affiliated to the University, nor unless he shall 
produce a certificate from the Chairman of the Professorial 
Board of (he College to which he belongs, that he has 
attended regularly the course of studies and lectures pro- 
vided by the College, and has made progress satisfactory 
to the Professorial Board of his College : Provided that any 
scholar may, on giving notice to the Chancellor, pursue 
his studies at some affiliated institution other than that in 
which he may have originally entered. The payment of 
the first instalment of the scholarship-money shall not be 
made until the receipt by the Registrar of a certificate that 
the Scholar has entered his name on the books of a College 
affiliated to the University, and has commenced attendance 
at classes at that College. 

VIII. A Junior Scholarship shall become vacant by 
neglect on the part of the holder to pass each year in at 
least two subjects of the annual examination of the insti- 
tution upon the books of which he may have entered his 
name, unless the holder shall produce proof to the satis- 
faction of the Chancellor that he was unable from illness 
or other sufficient cause to attend. 

IX. All Junior Scholars, unless for any reason specially 
excused by the Chancellor, shall, as a condition of holding 
their Scholarship be required at the end of their second 
year after matriculation to pass in one section of the 
examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, or for the 
degree of Bachelor of Science, or in the First Examination 
for the degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

X. Any Junior Scholar may, by permission of the 
Chancellor, enter upon a course of study in Medicine or 
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Engineering. Such Scholar shall not be bound by Clauses 
VIII. and IX. of the Statute, but shall furnish to the Chan- 
cellor, as a condition of receiving the emoluments of his 
Scholarship, sufficient proof that he has advanced in his 
professional studies, and that he has passed regularly 
the several examinations required of him in his professional 
course. 

XI. The fee for the examination for Junior Scholar- 
ships shall be one guinea, subject to the provisions of the 
Statute ''Conduct of University Examinations"; but aU 
candidates who are admitted to matriculation by. means of 
this examination shall pay an additional fee of one guinea, 
and shall then be deemed to have paid the Matriculation 
Examination fee. A candidate for Junior Scholarship 
who IS also a candidate for Medical Preliminary need not 
pay more by way of fee than if he were a candidate for 
Medical Preliminary only. A candidate for a Senior 
National Scholarship shall pay the same fee as if he were a 
candidate for a University Junior Scholarship, but shall 
pay only one fee if he is a candidate for both Scholarships. 



SENIOR NATIONAL SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I. Four Senior National Scholarships shall be awarded 
annually in each University District on the result of the 
Junior Scholarship Examination of the University. 

II. Candidates may be persons of either sex, who being 
resident in such University District, are under nineteen 
years of age and have been holders of Junior National 
Scholarships or of Education Board Scholarships. 

III. No Scholarship shall be awarded to a candidate 
unless he obtains credit at the examination mentioned in 
paragraph I. of this section. 

IV. The term of a Senior National Scholarship shall be 
three years, if the holder so long fulfils the prescribed con- 
ditions. 

V. The holder of a Senior National Scholarship shall 
receive the sum of twentj'- pounds per annum, in addition 
to the amount of the tuition fees (if any) payable by him 
at the University College to which he belongs. 

VI. Candidates for these scholarships must forward 
their applications in the usual manner for the Junior 
Scholarship Examination of the University, and must at 
the same time give notice of their intention to compete for 
the Senior National Scholarships. 
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VII. No penaon shall be entitled to hold a Scholarship 
unless within three months after its -acquisition he has been 
matriculated as a member of the University, and hMS 
entered his name upon the books of the College of the 
University District to which he belongs, nor unless he pro- 
duces a Certificate from the Chairman of the Professorial 
Board of such College that he has attended regularly the 
course of studies and lectures provided by the College, and 
has made progress satisfactory to the Professorial Board 
thereof. Provided that if the holder of a Senior National 
Scholarship is unable to obtain tuition in the subjects 
required for his University course at such College, he may, 
with the approval of the IMinister previously obtained, 
pursue his studies at another College. 

VIII. A Scholarship shall become vacant by failure on 
the part of the holder to pass each year in at least two 
subjects of the Annual Examination of the College upon 
the books of which he may have entered his name, unless 
the holder produces proof to the satisfaction of the Chan- 
cellor of the University that such failure was occasioned by 
illness or other sufficient cause. 

IX. AH Scholars, unless for any reason specially 
allowed by the Chancellor, shall, as a condition of holding 
their Scholarship, be required at the end of their second 
year after matriculation to pass is one section of the exami- 
nation for the degree of Bachelor of Arts or for the degree 
of Bachelor of Science, or in the First Examination for 
the degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

X. Any Scholar may, by permission of the Chancellor, 
enter upon a course of study in Medicine, Engineering, 
Mining, Agriculture, or ^Veterinary Science, or similar 
branch of Applied Science ; and such Scholar shall not be 
bound by Paragraphs VIII. and IX. of this section, but 
shall furnish to the Chancellor, as a condition of receiving 
the emoluments of his Scholarship, sufficient proof that he 
has advanced in his professional studies and that he has 
passed regularly the several examinations required of him 
in his professional course. 

XI. The Senior National Scholarship shall not be ten- 
able with a Junior Scholarship of the University, nor with 
any scholarship the value of which added to that of the 
Senior National Scholarship exceeds eighty pounds in any 
year. 
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XII. The Senate of the University may, with the 
approval of the Minister, make regulations in regard to the 
examinations and the tenure of the Senior National 
Scholarship in accordance with this Act. 

XIII. Where the holder of a Senior National Scholar- 
ahip is obliged to live away from home in order to prosecute 
his studies, there shall be paid him an additional sum of 
thirty pounds per annum. 



QUEEN'S SCHOLARSHIPS. 
For Queen's Scholarships see Victoria College Act, 1905. 



Note. — Candidates should state in order of choice the Scholar- 
shi'ps for which they enter. At present, owing to different conditioas 
of tenure, it may not be possible to award according to choice; but 
the preference of candidates will be kept in. view. 

A candidate for Senior National or Queen's Scholarship should 
send a certificate or other form of evidence that he is qualified under 
the Eegulations to enter for such Scholarship. 



SENIOR SCHOLARSHIPS.* 

I. The Senior Scholarships shall be enable for one year, 
and shall only be tenable by candidates for Honours.

*Candidates' notices for examination must be sent in to the 
Registrar not later than May 1st, with the fee of one guinea for each 
Scholarship; or if sent within two weeks after, with two guineas 
extra for each Scholarship; or if sent within four weeks after, with 
four guineas extra for each Scholarship. 
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III. The Senior Scholarships shall be awarded on the 
results of the Senior Scholarship Examination only. 

IV. No Senior Scholarship shall be awarded unless in 
the opinion of the Examiner or Examiners the candidate 
has shown satisfactory proficiency in the subject in which 
he has been examined. In any case in which the Examin- 
ers find it impossible to discriminate between two candi- 
dates who are equal for the first place, the amount of the 
Scholarship shall be divided. In the event of one candidate 
being considered by the Examiners to be entitled to two 
scholarships on the results of the examination, such candi- 
date shall be recorded as having obtained both scholarships, 
but shall receive the emolument of only one of them; and 
the Examiners shall be at liberty to award the other 
scholarship to another candidate if they think there is one 
of sufficient merit. 

V. The Senior Scholarship Examination shall be held 
at the same time as the examination for the degrees of 
Bachelor of Arts and of Bachelor of Science, and shall be 
open to competitors who have not already graduated and 
who are taking the whole examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts or of Bachelor of Science, or who are 
taking the second section of one of these examinations. 

VI. A candidate may present himself for a Senior 
Scholarship in any of the subjects prescribed in Section 
II. of this Statute, although he may not at the time be 
taking that subject for his examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science; but no Senior 
Scholarship shall be awarded to a candidate unless 
he shall have passed, at the time of his candidature, the 
examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts or of 
Bachelor of Science, or the second section of one of those 
examinations. No candidate shall be allowed to present 
himself for a Senior Scholarship later than four years after 
his matriculation. 

VII. For the purpose of awarding Senior Scholarships 
there shall be given separate papers, containing questions 
of a higher character than those set for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts or of Bachelor of Science, and not neces- 
sarily confined within the limits of the subjects as defined 
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for the degree of Bachelor of Arts or of Bachelor of 
Science. The following shall be the papers set, and where 
the Honours papers are prescribed a lower standard of 
work will be accepted: — 

i. Latin Language and Literature (Two papers) : — 

(a) Translation of unseen passages from Latin into 
English; questions on grammal', history, and anti- 
quities. 

(6) The Honours Paper in Latin prose (c).

The fee for the examination for each Senior 
Scholarship shall be one guinea, subject to the provisions 
of the Statute *' Conduct of University Examinations'' 
(page 42). 



THE JOHN TINLINE SCHOLARSHIP. 

[This Scholarship arises from a donation in 1886, by John Tinline, 
Esq., of Amuri, of the sum of One Thousand Pounds, for pur- 
poses indicated in this Statute.] 

I. There shall be a Scholarship to be called **The John 
Tinline Scholarship," of the annual value of not more 
than £60, tenable for one year.*' 

II. The Scholarship shall be awarded on the papers in 
English alone of the Senior Scholarship Examination^ 
whether the candidate be or be not a candidate for a Senior 
Scholarship. 

III. The Scholarship shall only be tenable by candi- 
dates for Honours. 

IV. The Scholarship Examination shall be held at tlie 
same time as the examination for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts and of Bachelor of Science, and shall be open to 
competitors who have not already graduated and who are 
taking the whole examination for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts or of Bachelor of Science, or who are taking the 
second section of one of those examinations. 

V. The Scholarship shall not be awarded to a candidate 
unless he shall have passed, at the time of his candidature, 
the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts or of 
Bachelor of Science, or the second section of one of those 
examinations. 

VI. The emoluments of the John Tinline Scholarship 
shall not be enjoyed concurrently with those of any other. 
Scholarship in the University. 

*The present value of the Scholarship is £50. 
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VII. If the candidate standing highest in English gain 
a Senior Scholarship in English, then the John Tinline 
Scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate who stands 
next highest in English. 

VIII. The Scholarship shall not be awarded to any 
candidate who has not shown satisfactory proficiency in 
the papers forming the subject-matter of the examination. 

IX. Subject to the exceptions named or implied in the 
foregoing clauses all the other conditions relating to Senior 
Scholarship for English shall apply. 

X. Holders of the Scholarship shall furnish to the 
Chancellor satisfactory proof that they are prosecuting 
their studies diligently at an Affiliated Institution. 

XI. The fee for the examination for the Scholarship 
shall be one guinea, subject to the provisions of the Statute 
^* Conduct of University Examinations." 



THE 1851 EXHIBITION SCIENCE SCHOLARSHIP. 

I. Candidates for nomination to any Science Scholar- 
ship offered by His Majesty's Commissioners for the Exhi- 
bition of 1851 to members of the University of New Zea- 
land must be graduates of the University, and shall be 
required before nomination either to have taken, or to 
have been reported by the Examiners to be entitled to 
take. First or Second-Class Honours in Chemistry, or in 
Natural Science, or in Physical Science, or in Mathematics 
and Mathematical Physics. 

II. Every candidate for nomination must send to the 
Registrar an original paper embodying the results obtained 
by himself in some investigation or research having a direct 
bearing on Productive Industry, in Physics, or Chemistry, 
or Natural Science, or Engineering, and such paper must 
be certified by a teacher of the subject in an Affiliated 
Institution. 

III. The papers of all the candidates shall be referred 
to the Examiners in England, who shall be requested to 
report to the Senate upon their relative merits, and to 
recommend one of the candidates for nomination to the 
Scholarship. 

5 
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His Majesty's Commissioners for the Exhibition of 
1851 intimate that they hope to offer periodically to the 
University a Scholarship in Science, to be of the value of 
£150 a year, and tenable for two years, with the possibility 
of extension to a third year. The conditions laid down by 
the Commissioners are as follows: — 

(a) Candidates must be British subjects, and, except 
in very special circumstances, not more than thirty 
years of age at the date of nomination. 

(&) Candidates must have been bona fide students of 
science for a term of at least three years in an Insti- 
tution affiliated to the University, which term must 
not have been completed more than twelve months 
before the time of nomination; and, further, since 
the completion of their term of study candidates 
must have been engaged solely in scientific study. 

[A bona fide Student of Science is a student continuing his 
studies in any of the sciences defined in Clause -I., at an AflSliated 
College of the University, with a view to graduation or to obtaining- 
Honours. The term '* study'* referred to is the ordinary term of 
study for a student competing for a degree or class in Honours, and 
shall be deemed to be completed when it is officially announced that 
the student has obtained such degree or class.] 

(c) Candidates must indicate high promise of capacity 
for advancing science, or its applications, by original 
research. 

(d) The Scholarships may be held at any University 
in England or abroad, or in some other Institution 
to be approved by the Commissioners. A Scholar 
will be expected to spend the whole of the term of 
his scholarship at an Institution beyond New Zea- 
land. 

(e) A Scholar must pledge himself that during the 
' tenure of his Scholarship he will not accept any 

position of emolument. 

(/) The scientific work to which the nominee may 
devote himself is limited to those branches of 
science, the extension of which is especially impor- 
\ tant to the national industries. 
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(g) The Commissioners will reserve £25 from the 
fourth half-yearly instalment of a Science Scholar- 
ship until the receipt of a satisfactory report from 
the Scholar, after the expiration of his Scholarship 
term, of his study and research during the term. 

The Commissioners have also recently instituted Pro- 
bationary Bursaries, with the following regulations: — 

1. A Bursary is intended for the maintenance for one 

year of a student who proposes to become a Science 
Research Scholar under the scheme of the Commis- 
sioners at the expiration of the period covered by 
the Bursary, in order to afford him an opportunity 
of proving his power to carry on independent 
research. The authorities of an institution recom- 
mending a student for a Bursary will be presumed 
to have satisfied themselves that he bona fide intends 
to accept a Scholarship if subsequently appointed 
to one. 

2. An applicant for a Bursary must, except as to evi- 
dence of capacity for original research, fulfil all the 
conditions for the time bein^ laid down for appoint- 
ment to a Science Research Scholarship. He must 
have passed a B.Sc. examination (or its equivalent) 
with Honours before the commencement of the 
period covered by the Bursary. His age must not 
exceed 25, except under very special circumstances. 

3. A Bursary is tenable for one year, and is of the 
value of £70, payable by half-yearly instalments in 
advance, the second instalment being payable on 
the receipt of a certificate from the Professor under 
whom the holder has been working that he has faith- 
fully performed his duties. 

4. A Bursary will be awarded on condition that the 

nominating institution undertakes to provide for the 
holder facilities for conducting research, and the 
requisite supervision, free from charge and inci- 
dental expenses. 

5. The holder of a Bursary shall devote himself exclu- 
sively to research, and work preparatory to research, 
and none of his time shall be spent in assisting a 
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teacher in his duties. The holder of a Bursary must 
not hold any other Bursary, Scholarship, or position 
of emolument. 

6. The holder of a Bursarj*^ shall on or before 1st May 
in the year of tenure send to the office of the 
Commissioners an account of the research-work 
performed by him, together with an application for 
appointment to a Science Research Schobrship- 
The Commissioners will expect to receive from the 
Professor under whom the holder of the Bursary 
shall have worked a confidential opinion as to his 
capacity and qualifications. 

7. The Commissioners may either appoint the holder 
of a Bursary to a Science Research Scholarship, or 
at their absolute discretion decline to appoint him, 
and in the latter case, shall not be called upon to 
state any ground for their decision. 

8. A Science Research Scholarship, if granted, shall be 
held on the usual conditions attached to Scholar- 
ships, or on any special conditions which the Com- 
missioners may impose. But a scholar who pre- 
viously to appointment has held a Bursary shall not 
be eligible for exceptional renewal of his Scholar- 
ship for a third year. 

Note. — A Bursary is offered only in the year in which a Scholar- 
ship is offered, and is meant to meet cases where there is no candi- 
date who fulfils the requirements or reaches the standard prescribed 
for a Scholarship. 
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Rhodes Scholarships. 



The Trustees of the Will of the late Mr. Cecil Rhodes 
issue the following memorandum for the information of 
educational authorities and intending candidates for 
Scholarships in New Zealand. 

The election of scholars in New Zealand under the 
Rhodes bequest will be made each year at a date to be fixed 
by the Committee of Selection. This day shall not be later 
than March 1st. The scholars will begin residence at 
Oxford in October of the year for which they are elected. 

Each Scholarship is tenable for three years, and is of 
the value of £300 per annum. 

Committee op Selection. 
The Commitee of Selection shall consist of — 

The Governor of the Colony (in his private capa- 
city). 

The Chief Justice of the Colony. 

The Chancellor of the University of New Zealand. 

Four persons severally appointed from year to year by 
the Professorial Boards of the four Institutions affiliated 
to the University of New Zealand. 

Note. — The Chief Justice at the present time, Sir 
Robert Stout, is also Chancellor of the University. It has 
been agreed that while he holds the two offices his place 
on the Committee of Selection as Chief Justice shall be 
filled by the next senior Judge of the Supreme Court, who 
may be available. 

Eligibility of Candidates. 

_ 1. Candidates shall be British subjects and unmarried. 
They must have passed their nineteenth birthday, but not 
have passed their twenty-fifth birthday, on October 1st of 
the year for which they are elected. 
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2. Candidates must be either graduates of the Univer- 
sity of New Zealand or undergraduates of that University. 
They must have been for five years immediately preceding 
the year of election domiciled in the Colony, and must have 
been educated in the Colony for four of such years. 

In any doubtful cases of eligibility the decision of the 
Committee of Selection shall be final. 

3. Only candidates who have passed an equivalent to 
the Oxford Responsions Examination, or those who are 
exempted from Responsions by the Colonial Universities' 
Statute, are eligible for election. 

NoTE.-^The Colonial Universities' Statute provides tliat 
any University in the British Dominions may apply to 
Oxford University to be admitted to the privileges of the 
Statute. If the application is accepted, students who have 
taken a full course, including Greek, for two years at a 
Colonial University, are admitted to advanced standing at 
Oxford, and are excused from Responsions. 

The University of New Zealand has applied for and has 
been admitted to the privileges of this Statute, so that 
candidates coming from that University who. havp fulfilled 
the stated conditions are accepted as candidates for Rhodes 
Scholarships without further examination. 

Candidates from schools or colleges which do not enjoy 
the privileges of the Colonial Universities' Statute are 
required to pass the Responsions Examination of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford or its equivalent. Arrangements are 
made for the conduct of this examination when necessary. 
The subjects and books assigned for Responsions vary 
slightly from year to year, and can be obtained when issued 
at Oxford ; but the requirements for 1905 may be taken as 
indicating with sufficient accuracy the range of work. 
They are here given: — 

1. Arithmetic — the whole. 

2. Either, The Elements of Algebra, 
Addition, Substraction, Multiplication, Division, Greatest 
Common Pleasure, Least Common Multiple, Fractions, 
Extraction of Square Root, Simple Equations containing 
one or two unknown quantities, and problems producing 
such equations; 
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Or, The Elements of Geometry. 

Elementary questions, including propositions enun- 
ciated by Euclid, and easy deductions therefrom, will be 
set on the subject-matter contained in the following 
portions of Euclid's Elements, viz.: — 

Book I. — The whole, excluding propositions 7, 1(), 
17, 21. 

Book II. — The whole, excluding proposition 8. 

Book III. — The whole excluding propositions, 2, 
4-10, 13, 23, 24, 26-29. 

Any method of proof will be accepted which shows 
clearness and accuracr}^ in .geometrical reasoning. 

So far as possible, candidates should aim at making the 
proof of any proposition complete in itself . 

In the case of propositions 1-7, 9, 10, of Book II„ 
algebraical proofs will be allowed. 

3. Greek and Latin Grammar. 

4. Translation from English into Latin. 

5. One Greek and one Latin book. 

Any of the following portions of the undermentioned 
authors will be accepted as a '*book": — 

Demosthenes: De Corona. 

Euripides (any two of the following Plays) : 
Hecuba, Medea, Alcestis, Bacchae. 

Homer: (1) Iliad, 1-5 or 2-6; or (2) Odyssey 1-5 
or 2-6. 

Plato: Apology and Crito. 

Sophocles: Antigone and Ajax. 

Xenophon : Anabasis, 1-4 or 2-5. 

Caesar: De Bello Gallico, 1-4. 

Cicero: (1) Philippics 1, 2; or (2) In Catilinam 
1-3, and In Verrem Actio I.; or (3) pro Murena 
and pro Lege Manilia; or (4) de Senectute and 
de Amicitia.

Horace: (1) Odes 1-4; or (2) Satires; or (3) 
Epistles. 

Livy: Books 5 and 6. 

Virgil: (1) the Bucolics, with Books 1-3 of the 
Aeneid; or {2) the Georgics; or (3) the Aeneid, 
Books 1-5 or 2-6 

Method of Selection. 

In accordance with the wish of Mr. Rhodes, the Trustees 
desire that **in the election of a student to a scholarship 
regard shall be had to (1) his literary and scholastic attain- 
ments; (2) his fondness for and success in manly outdoor 
sports, such as cricket, football, and the like; (3) his 
qualities of manhood, truth, courage, devotion to duty, 
sympathy for and protection of the weak, kindliness, 
unselfishness, and fellowship ; and (4) his exhibition during 
school-days of moral force of character, and of instincts to 
lead and to take an interest in his schoolmates." Mr. 
Ehodes suggested that (2) and (3) should be decided in 
any school or college by the votes of fellow-students, and 
(4) by the head of the school or college. 

Where circumstances render it impracticable to carr.y 
out the letter of these suggestions as to the method of 
selection, the Trustees hope that every effort will be made 
to give effect to their spirit, but desire it to be understood 
that the final decision must rest with the Committee of 
Selection. 

To aid in making a choice each qualified candidate 
should be required to furnish to the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Selection: — 

(a) A certificate of age. 

(6) A full statement of his educational career at 
school and college; his record in athletics, and 
such testimonials from his masters at school and 
his professors at college, in reference to the 
qualities indicated by Mr. Rhodes, as will assist 
the judgment of the Committee of Selection. 

(c) In cases where more than one candidate from a 
single college or university has qualified, the 
college or university should be required to select 
(in accordance with the views of Mr. Rhodes) 
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its chosen representative to go before the Com- 
mittee of Selection for final choice, and a certi- 
ficate that he has been so chosen shall be sent to 
the Chairman of the Committee of Selection. 

Each candidate should personally present himself to 
the Committee of Selection before a final decision is made, 
unless specially excused by the Committee itself, in which 
case a statement of the reasons should be sent to the 
Trustees. 

If a careful comparison of these records and personal 
interviews with the candidates do not furnish sufficient 
grounds for making a decision, the Committee of Selection 
is free to apply to the candidates, or to any selected number 
of them, such further intellectual or other tests as they may 
consider necessary. 

The Chairman of the Committee of Selection should at 
once notify to the Trustees and to Mr F. J. Wj'-lie, The 
Rhodes Trust, Oxford, the name of the elected Scholar, 
and should forward to the latter all the records, credentials, 
and testimonials relating to the Scholar, on which the 
election was made. These papers should be transmitted 
immediately, as they are used in consulting coUege authori- 
ties in regard to the admission of Scholars. It has been 
the experience of the past two years that Scholars have 
frequently been unable to gain admission to any of the 
colleges of their preference owing to remissness in forward- 
ing to Mr. Wylie the necessary information. 

The Scholarship will be paid in four quarterly instal- 
ments: the first on beginning residence at Oxford,, and 
thereafter terminally on the certificate of his college that 
the work and conduct of a Scholar have been satisfactory. 
Without such a certificate the Scholarship lapses. A 
scholarship which lapses either from the failure of a 
student to secure this college certificate, from resignation, 
from marriage, or from any other cause, will not be filled 
up till the year in which it would naturally expire. This 
provision is made in order not to interfere with the rota 
of succeeding Scholars. 
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The following ^^ Instructions,^' issued to Scholars elected 
for the year 190!^, indicate the course of procedure 
hy which a Scholar is entered at Oxford : — 

1. In order to be admitted to the University of Oxford, 
it is necessary to be first accepted as a member of one of 
the colleges which compose the University. 

Election to a Rhodes Scholarship does not itself admit 
to a college. Every college has its own standard for admis- 
sion, for Rhodes Scholars as for all other applicants; and 
accepts or rejects at its own discretion. Moreover, the 
number of Rhodes Scholars which any one college will admit 
is strictly limited. Few colleges will aditit more than five 
in any one year, and in the majority of cases four is the 
maximum. From the different candidates for admission 
a college will select those whose records suggest that they 
are most likely to do credit to the college to which they may 
belong. It is therefore essential that, in applying for 
admission to a college, a Scholar should submit the fullest 
possible evidence as to his personal character and academic 
record. 

2. The procedure for a Scholar-elect should be as 
follows : — 

(1) Immediately on receiving notice of his election 
he should write to the Oxford Secretary to the 
Rhodes Trustees, Mr. F. J. Wylie, The Rhodes 
Trust, Oxford, stating in order the colleges which 
he prefers. 

(2) He should satisfy himself that the credentials 
which he submitted to the Committee of Selec- 
tion have been forwarded by the Chairman to 
Mr. Wylie. 

(3) He should himself forward to Mr. Wylie any 
portion of the following information which may 
not have been included in the documents submit- 
ted to the Committee of Selection: — 

(a) A certificate of age; 

(5) Testimonials as to character; 
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(c) Certified evidence as to the courses of study 
pursued by the Scholar at his university, and 
and as to the gradings attained to by him in 
those courses. This evidence should be 
signed by the Registrar, or other responsible 
official, of his school or college; 

(d) A Catalogue or Calendar of his University; 

(e) Evidence as to the general tastes and pur- 
suits of the Scholar outside his academic 
course ; 

(/) Information as to the intentions of the 
Scholar in regard to the line of study he 
proposes to follow at Oxford. 

It is also desirable that the Scholar should state 
to what religious denomination he, belongs. 

All this material must reach Mr. Wylie by the 
beginning of the Summer Term — that is, by 
the end of April at th*e latest. 

3. When Mr. Wylie has the necessary information in 
his hands he will attempt to secure for each Scholar admis- 
sion to the college of his preference. That will not be 
always possible. When a Scholar fails to gain admission 
to the college which stands first on his list of preferences, 
Mr. Wylie will enter into negotiations with the college 
second on that list, and so on. 

Where he is specially requested to do so, Mr. Wylie is 
prepared to select a college for a Scholar, but it is greatly 
to be preferred that each Scholar should, so far as possible, 
choose for himself. 

4. Information about the various colleges is to be found 
in the early chapters of the '* Students' Handbook to 
Oxford." This book can be obtained through any agents 
of the Oxford University Press. Scholars-elect are recom- 
mended to get it. 

5. A study of Chapter III. of the above-mentioned book 
will afford a rough, though only a rough, idea of the cost 
of life at Oxford, and in particular of the expenses which 
an undergraduate has to meet on coming for the first time 
into residence.

6. The Scholarship will be paid quarterly. The first 
payment (£75) will be made in the course of the first week 
of the Michaelmas Term. No request for any earlier 
payment can be considered. 

7. The sum of £300 is no more than is necessary to cover 
the expenses of the year, including vacations as well a^ 
term. A Scholar must not therefore count on his Scholar- 
ship leaving any margin — least of all in his first year, in 
which, owing to unavoidable initial payments, expenses are 
heaviest. Experience suggests that a Scholar should start 
his Oxford career free from financial embarrassment. 

8. When a Scholar has b'een once accepted by a college 
he should conduct all further correspondence as to resi- 
dence, studies, &c., directly with the college in question. 
He should, however, keep Mr. Wylie informed of his move- 
ments, and in particular of the date at which he proposes 
to come into residence. Michaelmas Term begins normally 
in the second week of October. Some colleges assemble on 
the Thursday, others on the Friday, in that week. A 
Scholar must in any case arrive in Oxford not later than 
the day on which his college assembles ; and it will in most 
cases be better that he should come a few days earlier. 

9. It is presumed that a Scholar will reside in college, 
except in cases in which the college is unable to offer him 
rooms. It is the custom at Oxford for an undergraduate 
to reside in college for at least two years, unless special 
circumstances make this undesirable.

CHAPTER IX.— COURSE IN ARTS. 



THE MATRICULATION EXAMINATION.* 

[Note. — Candidates may obtain, by passing the Matriculation 
E]xamination, concessions from the Education Department in 
connection with Class D, See Regulations of the Department.] 

Xf, after passing this Examination, Candidates send in the 
DeclaTation, and are matriculated, they will not be admitted in any 
subsequent year to compete for a Junior Scholarship. 

I. The subjects of the Matriculation Examination shall 
be as follows : — 

1. English:— 

Grammar, not including Historical Grammar; Com- 
position; unpunctuated passage to be punctuated. 

Note. — A material portion of the English paper shall 
consist of questions of such a character as to test the candi- 
date in English Composition, Spelling, Punctuation, etc. 

2. Arithmetic: — 

Fundamental Rules, Vulgar and Decimal Fractions, 
Approximations, Proportion, Percentages, (includ- 
ing Interest, Profit and Loss), Stocks, Square Root, 
Cube Root of numbers reducible to Prime Factors 
not greater than eleven. Metric System, Areas of 
Plane Rectilinear Figures and of Circles, Mensura- 
tion of the Prism, Pyramid, Sphere, Circular 
Cylinder and Circular Cone. The use of algebraical 
symbols and processes and of graphical methods 
shall be permitted. 

3. Algebra:— 

Fundamental Operations, Factors, Fractions, Simple 
Equations involving one or two unknown quantities, 
and easy quadratic equations involving one unknown 
quantity ; easy problems ; graphs of simple, rational, 
integral, algebraic functions ; and graphical methods 
of solving equations. 

*The Examination for 1907 will commence on Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 3rd, and will be held at any centre at which there may be ten 
or more candidates for December Examinations, or where, if not so 
many, the total payment in fees may be made up to the amount of 
twenty guineas. 
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4. Geometry: — 

The paper in Geometry shall contain questions on 
Practical and on Theoretical Geometry. Every 
candidate shall be expected to answer questions in 
both branches of the subject. 

The questions on Practical Geometry shall be set on the construc- 
tions contained in the annexed Schedule A, together with (sasy eicten- 
Bions of them. In cases where the validity of a construction is not 
obvious, the reasoning by which it is justified may be required. 
Every candidate shall provide himself with a ruler graduated in 
inches and tenths of an inch and in centimetres and milimetres, set 
squares, a protractor, compasses and a hard pencil. All -figures 
should be drawn accurately. Questions may be set in which the use 
of the set square or of the protractor is forbidden. 

The questions in Theoretical Geometry shall consist of theorems 
contained in the annexed Schedule B, together with questions upon 
these theorems, easy deductions from them, and arithmetical illus- 
trations. Any proof of a Proposition shall be accepted which 
appears to the Examiners to form part of a systematic treatment of 
the subject; the order in which the theorems are stated in Schedule 
B is not imposed as the sequence of their treatment. 

In the proof of theorems and deductions from them, the use of 
hypothetical constructions shall be permitted. Proofs which are 
only applicable to commensurable magnitudes shall be accepted. 

SCHEDULE A. 

Bisection of angles and of straight lines. 

Construction of perpendiculars to straight lines. 

Construction of an angle equal to a given angle. 

Construction of parallels to a given straight line. 

Simple cases of the construction from sufficient data of triangles 
and quadrilaterals.

SCHEDULE B. 
Angles at a Point. 
If a straight lino stands on another straight line, the sum of the 
two angles so formed is equal to two right angles; and the converse. 
If two straight lines intersect, the vertically opposite angles are 
equal. 
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Parallel Straight Lines. 
When a straight line cuts two other straight lines, if 
(i) a pair of alternate angles are equal, or 
(ii) a pair of corresponding angles are equal, or 
(iii) a pair of interior angles on the same side of the cut- 
ting line are together equal to two right angles, then the two straight 
lines are parallel; and the converse. 

Straight lines which are parallel to the same straight line are 
parallel to one another. 

Triangles and Eectilinear Figures. 

The sum of the angles of a triangle is equal to two right angles. 

If the sides of a convex polygon are produced- in order, the sum 
of the angles so formed is equal to four right angles. 

If two triangles have two sides of the one equal to two sides of 
the other, each to each, and also the angles contained hj these sides 
equal, the triangles are congruent. 

If two triangles have two angles of the one equal to two angles 
of the other, each to each, and also one side of the one equal to the 
corresponding side of the other, the triangles are congruent. 

If two sides of a triangle are equal, the angles opposite to these 
tLie equal; and the converse. 

If two triangles have the three sides of the one equal to the 
three sides of the other, each to each, the triangles are congruent. 

If two right-angled triangles have their h3rpotenu8e8 equal, and 
one side of the one equal to one side of the other, the triangles are 
congruent. 

If two sides of a triangle are unequal, the greater side has the 
greater angle opposite to it; and the converse. 

Of all the straight lines that can be drawn to a given straight 
line from a given point outside it, the perpendicular is the shortest. 

The opposite sides and angles of a parallelogram are equal, each 
diagonal bisects the parallelogram, and the diagonals bisect one 
another. 

If there are three or more parallel straight lines, and the inter- 
cepts made by them on any straight line that cuts them are equal^ 
then the corresponding intercepts on any other straight line that 
cuts them are also equal. 

Areas. 

Parallelograms on the same or equal bases and of the same 
Altitude are equal in area. 

I'riangles on the same or equal bases and of the same altitude 
are equal in area. 

Equal triangles on the same or equal bases are of the same 
altitude. 

Illustrations and explanations of the geometrical theorems cor- 
responding to the following algebraical identities. 

k{a+ b + c -\- ...) = ka -\- kb -\- kc -\- ..., ' 

ia + 6)2 - rt2 -I- 2ab -\- b^, 

(a - 6)3 = a* - 2ab + 6^ 

a2 - 6^ = (a + 6) (a - 6). 
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The square on a side of a triangle is greater than, equal to, 
or less than the sum of the squares on the other two sides, according 
as the angle contained by those sides is obtuse, right, or acute. The 
difference in the cases of inequality is twice the rectangle contained 
by one of the two sides and the projection on it of the other. 

Loci. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two fixed points 
is the perpendicular bisector of the straight line joiniug the two fixed 
points. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two intersecting 
straight lines consists of the pair of straight lines which bisect the 
angles between the two given lines. 

The Circle. 

A straight line, drawn from the centre of the circle to bisect 
a chord which is not a diameter, is at right angles to the chord; 
conversely, the perpendicular to a chord from the centre bisects the 
chord. i 

There is one circle, and one only, which passes through three 
given points not in a straight line. 

In equal circles (or, in the same circle) (i) if two arcs subtend 
equal angles at the centres, they are equal; (ii) conversely, if two 
arcs are equal, they subtend equal angles at the centre. 

In equal circles (or, in the same circle) (i) if two chords are 
equal, they cut off equal arcs; (ii) conversely, if two arcs are equal 
the chords of the arcs are equal. 

Equal chords of a circle are equidistant from the centre; and 
the converse. 

The tangent at any point of a circle and the radius through the 
point are perpendicular to one another. 

If two circles touch, the point of contact lies on the straight line 
through the centres. 

The angle which an arc of a circle subtends at the centre is 
double that which it subtends at any point on the remaining part of 
the circumference. 

Angles in the same segment of a circle are equal; and, if the 
line joining two points subtends equal angles at two other points on 
the same side of it, the four points lie on a circle. 

The angle in a semicircle is a right angle; the angle in a seg- 
ment greater than a semicircle is less than a right angle, and the 
angle in a segment less than a semicircle is greater than a right 
angle. 

The opposite angles of any quadrilateral inscribed in a circle 
are supplementary; and the converse. 

If a straight line touch a circle, and from the point of contact 
a chord be drawn, the angles which this chord makes with the tangent 
are equal to the angles in the alternate sesrments. 

If two chords of a circle intersect either inside or outside the 
circle, the rectangle contained by the Darts of the one is equal to the 
rectangle contained by the parts of th© other.

The drawing must not be of the same size as the 
example supplied. 
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Model Drawing* 

Each candidate shall be required to draw on a half -imperial 
sheet of paper the objects placed before him, including the drawing 
board on which they stand, as they appear from the point of view in 
which he may be seated, and his drawing will be expected to show a 
knowledge of the effect of perspective in modifying the appearance 
of the models. Candidates shall not be required to shade their 
drawings. For the examination groups will be composed of three 
or more geometrical models, vases, or common objects, placed upon 
an imperial drawing board. No ruling, measuring, or use of instru- 
ments is allowed; but the pencil may be held between the eye and 
the objects for the purpose of estimating their apparent relative size. 

II. Every candidate shall be required to pass in at least 
seven subjects, except those who take Latin or Greek, who 
shall be required to pass in six subjects only. Every can- 
didate "Shall be required to pass in English, Arithmetic, 
and at least one of the following languages : — Latin, Greek, 
French, German. No candidate shall be allowed to count 
both Music and Drawing at the same examination. The 
number of subjects in which a candidate may offer himself 
is limited to nine. 

Note. — ^Medical Preliminary Candidates may pass for Matri- 
culation, although failing Medical Preliminary, if they have sufficient 
subjects.

Theoretical Geometry (Plane). 

If a straight line is drawn parallel to one side of a triangle, the 
other sides are divided proportionally; and the converse. 

If two triangles are equiangular, their corresponding sides are 
proportional; and the converse. 
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If two triangles have one angle of the one equal to one angle 
of the other, and the sides about their equal angles proportional, the 
triangles are similar. 

The internal bisector of an angle of a triangle divides the 
opposite side internally in the ratio of the sides containing the 
angle, and likewise the external bisector externally. 

The ratio of the areas of similar triangles is equal to the ratio 
of the squares on corresponding sides. 

The ratio of the areas of similar polygons is equal to the ratio 
of the squares on corresponding sides. In equal circles (or in the 
same circle) the ratio of any two angles at the centre or of any two 
sectors is equal to the ratio of the arcs on which they stand. 

The rectangle contained by the diagonals of any quadrilateral 
is less than the sum of the rectangles contained by its opposite sides 
— excepting in the case of a cyclic quadrilateral, when the inequality 
becomes an equality. 

The area of a regular polygon equals the area of a rectangle 
whose base is half the perimeter and whose altitude is the apothem. 

The area of a circle equals the area of a rectangle whose base 
is equal to half the circumference and whose altitude is the radius. 

Solid Geometry, 

The intersection of two planes is a straight line. 

Through three points not collinear only one plane can be drawn. 

If a straight line be perpendicular to each of two 
straight lines at their point of intersection it is perpendicular to 
the plane passing through them. 

All normals to the same plane are parallel to one another. 

The projection of a straight line on a plane is a straight line. 

Planes which have a common normal are parallel. 

Every plane passing through a normal to a plane is perpendi- 
cular to that plane. 

The plane angles which contain any solid angle are together less 
than four right angles. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two fixed points 
ia the plane bisecting at right angles the join of two fixed points. 

The locus of a straight line perpendicular to a given straight 
line at a given point therein is a plane. 

The locus of a point equidistant from two fixed planes consists 
of the two planes passing through the intersection of the fixed planes 
and bisecting the angles between them. 

The section of a prism or a i)yramid by a plane parallel to its 
base is similar to the base, and i^ the case of a prism is equal to the 
base. 

The section of a right circular cylinder or cone by a piano 
parallel to the base is a circle, and in the case of the cylinder is 
equal to the base. 

The section of a sphere by a plane is a circle. 

The intersection of two spheres is the circumference of a circle. 

The intersections of a sphere and a right circular cylinder or cone 
whose axis passes through the centre are circles. 

The cylinder or cone circumscribing a sphere touches the sphere 
along the circumference of a great or small circle respectively.

Parallelepipeds (or prisms, or pyramids, or cylinders, or cones) 
on the same base and of the same altitude are equal in volume. 

A prism on a triangular base can be divided into three triangular 
pyramids equal in volume; hence 

The volume of any pyramid (or cone) equals one-third of the 
volume of the prism (or cylinder) on the same base and of the same 
altitude. 

The volume of a sphere equals two-thirds of the volume of the 
circumscribing cylinder. 

The surface of a cone equals one-half the circumference of the 
base multiplied by the length of the slant side. 

The surface of a sphere equals two-thiirds of the surface of the 
circumscribing cylinder, equals four times the area of a great circle 
of the sphere.

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II. Subject to the provisions of Clause IV., no candi- 
date shall be admitted to the degree of Bachelor of iSrts 
unless he shall have passed in six subjects, of which two 
must be Pure Mathematics and either Latin or Greek ; and 
no candidate shall present himself for examination 
in more than two out of the five following subjects,* 
namely, Applied Mathematics, Chemistry, Physical 
Science, Biology and Geology; nor in more than three oL' 
the following subjects — Greek, English, French, German^ 
Hebrew. 

III. No student shall be passed either in French or 
German without having obtained a certificate of pro- 
ficiency in the pronunciation and oral use of the language ; 
this certificate to be obtained at any time between Matric- 
ulation and examination for the Degree, from any pro- 
fessor or teacher of Modem Languages in any one of the 
four University Colleges. The time of examination for 
such certificate to be settled by arrangement with the 
examining professor or teacher. 

IV. The examination may be passed in two sections. 
Either three or four subjects of examination, one of which 
must be Latin or Greek or Pure Mathematics, shall consti- 
tute the first section, which may be taken after two years' 
terms have been kept by the candidate ; and the remaining 
subjects shall constitute the second section, which may be 
taken after three years' terms have been kept; or, at the 
option of the candidate, all the subjects may be taken 
together after three years' terms have been kept. Provided 
that a candidate may in his Final Examination, in lieu of 
a sixth subject, repeat one of the subjects in which he 
has already passed. The examination papers used in such 
repeated subject shall be those set for awarding Senior 
Scholarships in that subject; except that in Pure Mathe- 
matics the papers will be either those set in Pure Mathe- 
matics for Senior Scholarships, or those for Stages II, 
and III. of the Engineering Examination, at the option 
of the candidate. Notwithstanding anything in this clause 
a candidate must pass in Pure Mathematics and either 
Latin or Greek.

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V. A graduate of the University of New Zealand in 
Medicine, Law, Engineering, or Commerce, on presenting 
himself for examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, 
shj^U be exempt from examination in any subject or 
subjects in which he has already passed in obtaining his 
degree, provided that, in the year in which he passed, the 
definition of such subject or subjects was identical for the 
two degrees. 

VI. No student shall be admitted to the Final Examina- 
tion for the degree of Bachelor of Arts who has not kept 
three years' terms at some Institution affiliated to the 
University of New Zealand, unless he shall have been 
admitted as an undergraduate under the Statute * ' Admis- 
sion ad eundem/' or unless he shall be an undergraduate 
exempted under the Statute ** Terms and Lectures" (in 
which case only the annual examination of an Affiliated 
Institution is required), or unless he shall be a teacher 
who has passed prior to 1885 the first section of the exami- 
nation for the degree of Bachelor of Arts under the pro- 
visions of the Statute formerly in force in that behalf. 

VII. Every student intending to present himself for 
examination shall, not later than the 1st day of September 
preceding the examination, signify to the Chancellor the 
subjects in which he shall elect to be examined.* 

VIII. The names of the students who pass the examina- 
tion, shall be placed in alphabetical order, and shall be 
published by the Chancellor as soon as is convenient after 
the receipt by him of the reports of the Examiners. 

IX. No candidate shall be admitted to the Final Exami- 
nation for the degree of Bachelor of Arts and also to the 
Final Examination for the degree of Bachelor of Science 
in the same year ; but a Bachelor of Science may obtain the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts by keeping one year's terms 
and passing at one examination in two of the subjects of 
the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, on 
conditon that the two subjects are such as he has not passed 
in already, and one of the two subjects must be Latin or 
Greek, unless he has already passed in Latin or Greek. 

*Tlie Examination is held in November of each year (beginning 
in 1907 on November 11th. 
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X. A Bachelor of Laws may obtain the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts by passing in Pure Mathematics and in 
two other. subjects of the examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, on condition that the two subjects are 
such as he has not passed in already, and provided that 
he has kept three years' terms, and passed in Jurispru- 
dence and Constitutional History at one examination. 

XI. Teachers in Affiliated Institutions, and certificated 
teachers of good repute in any school established or con- 
ducted under the provisions of an Act of the General 
Assembly or of a Provincial Council of this Colony, having 
been in the practice of their profession for at least five 
years, who have passed prior to 1885 the first section of 
the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, may 
be admitted to the Final Examination on payment of the 
ordinary fee, without matriculation and the keeping of 
University terms; and on passing that examination shall 
be entitled to all the other privileges of graduates of the 
University of the same standing, anything in other Statutes 
of the University notwithstanding: Provided that every 
teacher admitted to examination under this clause shall 
signify to the Chancellor, not later than the 1st day of 
September preceding the examination, the subjects in 
which he shall elect to be examined. 

By special aTrangement with the Education Department, teachers 
who desire to obtain the certificate of Class C under the Department 
are allowed to sit at the University B.A. Pass Examination on 
payment of the fee of two guineas; but by passing that Examination 
they fijain no standing whatever in the University. Notices of candi- 
dature must be sent in to the Eegi'strar, with the fee, not later than 
September 1st, or with an additional fee of £2 2s up to September 
loth, or with an additional fee of £4 4s up to September 29th. 

XII. The fee for each section of the examination for 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts shall be two guineas, subject 
in each case to the provisions of the Statute ** Conduct of 
University Examinations. ' '

A candidate for Honours in Physical Science will be required to

performed in a satisfactory manner a course of practical work in 
the branch of Physics selected, in accordance with the subjoined 
syllabus.

gation or research in Chemistry.

Philo- 
sophical Botany and the History of Botanical 
Science. 

A candidate for Honours in Botany will be required to forward 
to the Registrar, before the examination, a certificate from a teacher 
of Biology in an Affiliated College that he has passed a practical 
examination as defined, and a paper (certified in like manner) em- 
bodying the results obtained by himself in some investigation or 
research in Botany. The credit to be assigned to this thesis shall 
not so much depend on the novelty or importance of the results- 
obtained as upon the evidence it may afford of ability to carry ou 
good practical work, and of the power of independent observation. 
Practical examination (the examination to last six hours) — the 
dissection and microscopical examination of the types printed in 
italics under (&) above: the dissection, microscopical examination 
and classification of any flowering plants belonging to the chief 
native or introduced orders; the general histology of plants; the use 
of the simpler physiological apparatus.

The credit 
to be assigned to this thesis shall not so much depend on the novelty 
or importance of the results obtained, as upon the evidence it may 
afford of ability to carry on good practical work, and of the power of 
independent observation..

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THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF LITERATURE.

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THE DEGEEE OF BACHELOR OF ENGINEERING. 

I. The degree of Bachelor of Engineering shall be 
granted after examinations conducted by the Univei*sity in 
any one of the following branches of Engineering — ^namely, 
Mechanical Engineering, Electrical Engineering, Civil 
Engineering, Mining Engineering, and Metallurgical 
Enginering. 

II. Every candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Engi- 
neering (Mechanical, Electrical, or Civil) must matriculate 
after passing the Engineering Preliminary Examination; 
must then keep terms for one year at an Aifiliated College, 
and pass the Engineering Entrance Examination, and 
thereafter follow a four years' course of study and pass the 
First and Second Professional Examinations hereinafter 
prescribed. Provided that every candidate for the degree 
of Bachelor of Engineering (Mechanical, Electrical, or 
Civil) who before December, 1906, shall have begun his 
course in Engineering or his course for the Bachelor of 
Science degree, shall have the option of continuing his 
Engineering course under the Statutes hitherto in force. 

Note. — The First Year of Engineering may be taken at any of 
the Affiliated Colleges. 

III. In all classes of Engineering the student must, 
after Matriculation, and before obtaining his degree, spend 
a certain time in practical work. In (1) Mechanical Engi- 
neering and in Electrical Engineering he must spend 
eighteen months in approved workshops; in (2) Civil 
Engineering, nine months in workshops and nine months 
under a Civil Engineer in actual practice; in (3) Mining 
Engineering, at least twelve months in practical work, 
partly in metal and partly in coal mines ; in (4) Metal- 
lurgical Engineering, at least nine months in metallurgical 
works.

Each candidate will be allowed fifteen days for this 
paper, which must be done in the class room of his College, 
and must be handed to the Supervisor, together with the 
candidate's statutory declaration that the work is entirely 
his own, and with the teacher's certificate to the same 
effect.. 

Slide-rules, notes, text-books, and works of reference 
may be brought into the examination room. 
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5. Advanced Surveying, inoluding Geodesy : —

areas by mean longitudes, advanced topographical 
surveying, minor triangulation, advanced levelling, 
telemetry and use of plane table, river and marine 
surveying, geodetic survey, primary triangulations, 
meridional circuits, engineering surveys, measure-^ 
ment of earthwork.

No candidate shall be allowed to pass the Second Pro^ 
fessional Examination until he has produced a certificate 
signed by the Professor in charge of a recognised Engin- 
eering School that he has satisfactorily done practical work 
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in the EngineerinG^ Laboratory for at least one academic 
year since he has passed the First Professional Examina- 
tion. 

Note. — The Canterbury College is a recognised School of 
Engineeri'ng (Mechanical, Electrical, and Civil). 

X. Every candidate for the degree of Bachelor of 
Engineering in Mining Engineering or Metallurgical 
Engineering must be matriculated and thereafter follow 
a four years' course of study, and pass the examinations 
hereinafter prescribed. 

Note. — The first year in Mining Engineering or Metallurgical 
Engineering may be taken at any of the Affiliated Colleges.

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The First Examination shall be passed not sooner than 
the end of the candidate's second years' terms; provided 
that a candidate shall be allowed to pass any two or more 
of the following subjects of the examination at the end of 
his first year's terms, namely — ^Mathematics, Physical 
Science, Chemistry, and Freehand Drawing. 

Any student who has passed in all the subjects of the 
First Examinaton, except one, will be allowed to present 
himself in that single subject at a subsequent examination, 
held not sooner than six months after the examination in 
which he failed ; and any student availing himself of this 
regulation, must, before re-examination, produce a 
certificate from the recognised teacher of the subject in an 
Engineering School that he has received further 
instruction in that subject; and if he then pass in that 
rsubject, he shall be considered to have passed the whole 
First Examination. 

No student shall be allowed to pass in any part of his 
Second Examination until he has completed his First 
Examination. 

Each candidate for the First Examination must for- 
ward to the Registrar, at least fifteen days before the date 
•of the examination, a certificate that he has regularly 
attended, at an Affiliated College, a course of instruction 
in each of the subjects in which he intends to offer himself 
for examination. And each candidate for any subsequent 
examination must forward to the Registrar, at least fifteen 
days before the date of examination, a certificate . that he 
has attended, at a School of Engineering recognised by the 
University, the c9urse of instruction in each of the sub- 
jects in which he intends to offer himself for examination.

II. The examination in the first five subjects may be 
taken at the end of the second or any subsequent year; or, 
at the option of the candidate, these subjects may be passed 
in two sections, any two or three subjects forming the first 
section and the remaining subjects forming the second 
section. A candidate may take his first section at the end 
of the first year. 

III. The examination in the following subjects may be 
taken not sooner than the end of the third year, namely;—

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V. No one shall be eligible for the degree unless (a) he 
has kept terms for two years at some AflSliated College, (6) 
has thereafter kept terms for two years at some recognised 
School of Agriculture, and (c) holds a certificate from 
such School of having passed an examination in practical 
farm work. 

Note. — Keeping terms at a School of Agriculture means attend- 
ing lectures and receiving practical instruction in the subjects 6 to 14 
inclusive and holding certificates to that effect. 

Note. — The Canterbury Agricultural College at Lincoln i» 
recognised as a School of Agriculture. 

VI. Certificates in Agriculture may be granted by the 
University to undergraduates who have kept terms for two 
years at a recognised School of Agriculture, provided the 
candidate holds a certificate of having passed the School 
examination in practical farm work, and has passed the 
University examinations in the subjects numbered 6 to 
15 inclusive. 

VII. The subjects are defined as follows: — 

(a) General Principles ef Agriculture. — Objects of the 
farmer — aid given by allied sciences. Soils — 
Formation, classification, and distribution — local and 
transported — chemical constituents — available plant 
food — influence of subsoils and climate — causes of 
barrenness and fertility — soil exhaustion. Plant 
life — ^Nitrogenous matter — ^nitrates — root distribu- 
tion. Tillage Operations — Systems used — imple- 
ments. Drainage — Systems — irrigation. Manures 
— Classification — farmyard, nitrogenous, phos- 
phatic and potassic — liming — ^liquid. 

(b) Bctapy. — General morphology of flowering plants^ 
roots, stems, leaves — structure of flower — inflor- 
escence — -fertilisation of flowers and development 
of fruit and seed — structure of seed — germination 
dispersion of seed — general conditions of plant life, 
classification of phanerogams — description of 
gymnosperms used for timber in New Zealand — 
description of all grasses commonly found in 
New Zealand, both indigenous and exogenus — 
character of seed of forage plants and common 
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weeds. Classification of dicotyledons, with special 
attention to those orders to whit^h timber- 
trees, weeds, and fodder plants belong, with 
detailed morphology and use of more important 
species. Physiological Botany, — Cells — fibre — 
vascular bundles — structure of leaves, stems, 
roots, and their functions — respiration and assimila- 
tion — ^movements of plants. Classification of 
cryptogams, with special morphology and physi- 
ology of those orders and species of fungi that are 
parasitic upon higher plants and upon animals that 
are of economic value, with methods of prevention 
and cure. 

(c) Physiography and Metecrclegy. — Mountains — 

their origin and degradation. Rivers — their rela- 
tion to rainfall and springs. Deposits formed by 
them and their influence in denudation. Plains and 
oceans — ^their origin and influence on climate. 
Different kinds of organic deposits. Sedimentary 
and igneous rocks. Arrangement of strata, strike, 
dip, anticlines, and synclines. Faults. General 
chronological classification of strata with diief 
characteristics of different geological periods. 
General geology of New Zealand. Description of 
instruments used in recording ordinary observa- 
tions.

id) Entemclcgy. — Insect pests on cultivated plants 
and on farm live stock. Prevention of and remedy 
for their attacks.

<e) Mechanics as applied to Agriatlture.— The prin- 
ciple of '*work" and its application to simple 
machines. Levers, balances safety-valves, pulleys, 
inclined planes, wedge, screws, forms of thread, 
screw-presses, lifting jacks, endless screw, moving 
wheel, wheel and axle, winch and crane. Air 
pressure. Air pumps, wind-mills, hydraulics, water 
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powers, sluice gates, flow of water in open and 
closed channels, pumps and turbines. Strength of 
materials, including their fitness and adaptability. 
General knowledge of design, construction and 
maintenance of roofs, roads, bridges, embankments 
and retaining walls and general buildings. 

(/) Practical Agriculture. — Rotation of ripening crops 
of grain, roots, fodder crops, bare fallow, green crop 
fallow, silos, hay.

(g) Agricultural Chemistry. — Soil — Origin, chemical 
and physical characters; composition and improve- 
ment of soil. Plants — Constituents of plants, 
organic, inorganic, and proximate; compositi(»n of 
ash; changes in plant-growth. General principles 
of manuring; composition of manures. Animal 
Life — Animal nutrition, constituents of animals' 
food; digestion; composition of bone; value of 
foods; water. Animals as producers of food and 
manures. The Dairy — Constituents of milk, cream, 
butter, cheese, and minor products; adulteration, 
methods of detection. 

{h) BeeH' keeping. — Farm-books and accounts with 
special reference to agricultural work. 

{i) Surveying and Levelling. — Surveying, plotting, 
making plans, calculating areas with special refer- 
ence to farm surveys; levelling for drains, races, 
etc.; gauging streams; calculation of quantities of 
embankments, walls, cuttings, etc. 

(y) Veterinary Surgery and Hygiene. — Comparative 
osteology (rudimentary) of horse, ox, and sheep. 
Physiology of dentition in horse, ox, sheep, and 
pig especially as indicative of age. Physiology of 
gestation, diseases incidental to pregnant state 
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Description of digestive organs of horse, ox, and 
sheep; also their physiology and most ordinary 
diseases. Contagions and other diseases of farm 
stock. 

VIII. One paper shall be set in each of the following 
subjects: (a) General Principles of Agriculture; (6) 
Botany; (c) Physiography and Meteorology; (d) Ento- 
mology; (e) Mechanics as applied to Agriculture; (/) 
Practical Agriculture; (g) Agricultural Chemistry; 
{h) Book-keeping; (i) Surveying and Levelling; (;) 
Veterinary Surgery and Itygiene.. 

IX. The fees for the examination in Mathematics and 
Mechanics, in Chemistry, in Physics, in Biology, and in 
I'reehand Mechanical Drawing, shall be the same as those 
charged for similar examinations in the same subjects for 
other degrees. The fee for examination in each group of 
subjects (a) (&) (c) (d) (e) mentioned in Section VIIL, 
taken together shall be two guineas; and the fee for the 
examination in the group of subjects (f) (g) (h) (i) (;) 
mentioned in the same section taken together shall be two 
^guineas. The fee for the degree shall be seven guineas, 
and for the certificate, two guineas. 

X. Every student intending to present himself for 
examination in any of the subjects prescribed for the 
degree of Bachelor in Agriculture, shall, not later than the 
1st day of May preceding the examination, signify to the 
Chancellor the subjects in which he desires to be 
examined.*

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CHAPTER XI.— COURSE IN MEDICINE. 



[An Order of Her Majesty in Council, 1888, directs that the provi- 
sions of Part 11. of the Imperial ** Medical Act, 1886, '* shall 
be applicable to New Zealand. In consequence, the General 
Council of Medical Education and Regiistration of the United 
Kingdom has resolved, under the powers conferred on it by 
Section 13 of the said Act, that Graduates '^f the University 
of New Zealand shall bo admitted to registration on the 
** Colonial Register."] 

THE REGISTRATION OF MEDICAL STUDENTS. 

I. Every medical student of the University must be 
registered as such, and must be on the books of the Univer- 
sity as a matriculated student. 

(For Matriculation, see page 43). 

II. No medical student shall be registered unless he 
either has passed in aU the subjects of the Preliminary 
Examination of Medical Students or is a graduate of a 
University in Arts or Science; nor until he has produced 
evidence of having commenced medical study. 

Ill The commencement of medical study shall not be 
reckoned as dating earlier than fifteen days before the date 
of registration. 

rV. No candidate shall be admitted to the Final 
Examination for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine whose 
name has not been on the Medical Register for at least 
fifty-seven months previously. 

V. Candidates exempt from examination in at least 
two of the subjects of the Intermediate Examination under 
Section IX. of the Statute *'The degrees of Bachelor of 
Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery" shall be treated as 
though their registration had been antedated twelve 
months. 

VI. The Registrar shall keep the Register of Medical 
Students according to the subjoined form: —

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THE PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION OP MEDICAL 
STUDENTS. 

1. Candidates for the Preliminary Medical Examina- 
tion* must pass in the following subjects: —

Grammar; paraphrasing; composition; questions on 
Geography and English History. 

2. Latin:— 

Grammar; translation into English from unprescribed 
Latin books; translation into Latin of a continuous 
English passage, and of short idiomatic English 
sentences. 

3. Arithmetic: — 

Fundamental Rules, Vulgar and Decimal Fractions, 
Approximations, Proportion, Percentages, (includ- 
ing Interest, Profit and Loss), Stocks, Square Root. 
Cube Root of numbers reducible to Prime Factors 
not greater than eleven. Metric System, Areas of 
Plane Rectilinear Figures and of Circles, Mensura- 
tion of the Prism, Pyramid, Sphere, Circular 
Cylinder and Circular Cone; the use of algebraical 
symbols and processees and of graphical methods 
shall be permitted. 

4. Geometry: — 

As for Matriculation. 

5. Algebra:— 

Fundamental operations; factors; fractions; simple 
equations involving one or two unknown quantities, 
and easy quadratic equations involving one 
unknown quantity ; easy problems ; graphs of simple 
rational integral algebraic functions; and graphical 
methods of solving equations. 

•Candidates' notices for 1907 must be sent in, with the exanoCina- 
tion fee, not later than October 16th, or with two guineas extra if 
Bent within two weeks after; or with four guineas extra if sent 
within four weeks after. 

The Examination is held in December, beginning in 1907 on 
December 3rd. Any place where there shall be ten candidates for 
the December Examinations, or where, if not so many, the total fees 
shall be made up to twenty guineas, may be constituted a Centre.

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6. One of the following subjeots : — 

(a) Greeh — Grammar; translation into English from 
unprescribed books ; translation into Greek of short 
idiomatic English sentences; or

Note. — The papers for the Matriculation Examination will he 
used, additional questions for Medical candidates being set in 
English. A candidate who fails to pass the Medical Preliminary 
wsLj still pass for Matriculation if he passes in sufficient subjects. 

II. Any student who has passed the First Section of 
the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Arts or 
Bachelor of Science or Bachelor of Laws may be regis- 
tered as a Medical Student on passing in such subjects of 
the Preliminary Medical Examination as he did not pasa 
at Matriculation, and has not passed in a subsequent 
Ijniversity examination. 

Note. — A candidate who has qualified for Matriculation, bat 
failed in one or more subjects compulsory for Medical Preliminary, 
may complete his qualification for the latter by passing in such 
subject or subjects on the Junior Scholarship papers. Should the 
failure be on the History and Geography questions of the EngUsh 
paper, he may complete by passing on the Matriculation papers in 
these subjects. 

Note. — Subject to the foregoing exceptions no candidate is 
allowed to divide the Preliminary Examination, all the subjects of 
which must be taken at one time. 

III. The fee for the Preliminary Medical Examination 
shall be two guineas, subject to the provisions 61 the 
Statute ** Conduct, of University Examinations," and in 
the case of a candidate who takes also the Junior Scholar- 
ship Examination this fee shall be deemed to include the 
fee for the Junior Scholarship Examination. 

THE DEGEEES OF BACHELOR OF MEDICINE 
AND BACHELOR OF SURGERY. 

I. There shall be an Intermediate examination and 
three Professional examinations for the degrees of 
Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery. 
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II. These shall be conducted as far as possible, both by- 
written questions and by viva voce and practical examina- 
tions. 

III. There shall be two Examiners in each of the First, 
Second, and Third Professional Examinations. 

IV. Excellence in one or more subjects at an examina- 
tion shall not compensate for failure in others. 

V. A candidate who has failed in any of the subjects 
of the Intermediate Examination or in the First or Second 
Professional Examination, shall be admitted to a special 
examination to be held in the month of March or April. A 
candidate who fails in this special examination must keep 
terms before he can be re-admitted to examination in 
November; and failed candidates who do not take this 
special examination, and all those who fail to pass the 
Third Professional Examination, must keep terms for one 
year before they can be re-admitted to examination. The 
fees for the special examinations in April shall be as fol- 
lows: — Two guineas for each subject of the Intermediate 
Examination and eight guineas for either of the Pro- 
fessional Examinations; subject in each case to the provir 
sions of the Statute ** Conduct of University Examina- 
tions.'' 

VI. A candidate who has failed in one subject only of 
his First or Second Professional Examination shall be 
allowed to present himself for re-examination in that 
subject only at a subsequent examination, and if he then 
pass in that subject he shall be deemed to have passed the 
whole of the First or Second Examination (as the case may 
be). Provided that, before being admitted to re-examina- 
tion, he shall be required to furnish a certificate showing 
that he has received further instruction in that subject. 
The fee for such re-examination shall be five guineas. 

The Intermediate Examination 

VII. The Intermediate Examination shall be held not 
sooner than November in the candidate's first year, and 
«hall include: — 

1*. Biology (One paper) : — 

{a) General Biology, as for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, but of a lower standard. 
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(ft) (1) The structure and life-history of Mucor or 
any mould, Selaginella, any Gymnosperm. (2i 
The elements of comparative anatomy of Angio- 
sperms. 

(c) (1) The structure and life-history of the Fluke, 
Tapeworm, Round-worm, Earth-worm, Crayfish, 
Amphioxus, a Fish, Frog, Rabbit. (N.B.— The 
skuU of the Dog may be studied in place of that 
of the Rabbit. (2) The outlines of the Embryology 
of Amphioxus, Frog, Chick, Rabbit, and the mode 
of formation of the foetal membranes of the last two. 
(3) The elements of the comparative anatomy of 
Vertebrata. 

Note. — All three divisions of this paper are compulsory. 

A candidate in Biology will be required to forward to 
the Registrar before the examination a certificate from a 
teacher of Biology in an Afl&liated College that he has 
attended a course of lectures and practical instruction in 
the subject as defined above, to the satisfaction of the 
teacher, and that he has passed a practical examination. 
in it.. 

2. Physics (One paper) : — 

The scope of the subject Physics is the same as for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts, but the standard is 
lower. 

A candidate in Physics will be required to forward to 
the Registrar before the examination a certificate from a 
teacher of Physics in an Afl&liated College, that he has 
attended a course of lectures and practical instruction in 
the subject, as defined above, to the satisfaction of the 
teacher. 

3. Inorganic Chemistry (One paper) : — 

The chemical relations of cohesion, heat, light, and 
electricity; the general principles of chemical cora- 
bination, notation, and nomenclature; the descrip- 
tion and classification of the more important 
elements and compounds, qualitative analysis and 
calculations of chemical problems. 



1 
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A candidate in Inorganic Chemistry will be required 
i;o forward to the Registrar before the examination a certi- 
ficate from a teacher of Chemistry in an AjBBliated College, 
that he has attended a course of lectures on the subject, as 
defined above, to the satisfaction of the teacher, and that 
he has gone through a course of practical work in accord- 
ance with the following syllabus, and passed a practical 
-examination in it: — 

(a) Systematic qualitative analysis by wet and dry 
methods of mixture of not more than two simple 
inoi^anic salts'. 

(5) The volumetric estimation of acids and alkalis — 
standard solutions being provided. 

4. Organic Chemistry: — 

Elementary organic analysis. Determination of mole- 
cular weights. Isomerism and polymerism. The 
preparation, purification, properties, and relation- 
ships of the following compounds : Methane, ethane, 
and their chlorinated derivatives; ethylene, acety- 
lene, benzene, toluene, and xylene, terebene and 
camphor; methyl, ethyl, and amyl-alcohols, 
glycerin, mannite, phenol, and pyrogallic acid; 
ethyl aldehyde, benzaldehyde and chloral; ethyl 
ether, acetone; the fatty acids, with special refer- 
ence to formic, acetic, butyric, stearic, and palmitic 
acids; benzoic, citric, oxalic, lactic, salicylic, 
tartaric, and uric acids; ethereal salts; hydrocyanic 
acid and the f errocyanides ; acetamide, urea, aniline, 
ethylamine, pyridine, and conine. The general 
principles involved in the chemistry of the alkaloids, 
fats, glueosides and sugars. 

A candidate in Organic Chemistry will be required to 
forward to the Registrar, before the examination, a certi- 
ficate from a teacher in Chemistry in an Affiliated College, 
that he has attended a course of lectures on the subject, as 
defined above, to the satisfaction of the teacher, and that 
he has gone through a course of practical work in accord- 
ance with the following syllabus, and passed a practical 
■examination in it: — 

The recognition by means of their physical characters 
and qualitative reactions of acetates, benzoates, 
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citrates, cyanides, double cyanides, meconates, 
salicylates, tartrates, and urates, alcohol, glycerin, 
phenol, tannin, and salicin, chloral, starch, cane 
sugar, dextrose, aniline, urea, brucine, strychnine, 
quinine, antipyrin, morphia. 

VIII. The subjects of the Intermediate Examination 
may be taken together or separately, at the option of the 
c&ndidate, but the whole Intermediate Examination must 
be passed before the candidate can be admitted to the First 
Professional Examination. 

IX. Any Medical Student who previous to registration 
has passed the examination in Botany, or Zoology, or 
Physics, or Chemistry prescribed for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science, shall be exempt 
from passing in the same subject in the Intermediate 
Examination, and his attendance at classes in the subject 
shall be counted as part of his medical course. 

Note. — A pass in Chemistry for B.A. or B.Se only exempts from 
Ii: organic Chemistry of the Intermediate. 

X. Any candidate who may have satisfied the 
Examiners in any one subject of this examination shall be 
entitled, on payment of the prescribed fee, to receive from 
the Registrar a certificate to that effect. 

XI. The fee for the Intermediate Examination shall be 
three guineas; but, if taken in sections in the manner 
herein provided, one guinea for each section, subject in 
both cases to the provisions of the Statute ** Conduct of 
University Examinations."

XVI. The Second Professional Examination shall be 
held not sooner than November in the candidate's fourth 
year, and shall include —

Bacteriology.

3. Medical Jurisprudence and Public Health. 

No candidate shall be admitted to this examination 
within six months of the time of his passing the First 
Professional Examination. 
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Candidates must forward to the Registrar, at least 
fifteen days before the date of examination, the following 
certificates : — 

(1) Of having attended a course of not less than one 
hundred lectures on Pathology; 

(2) Of having attended a course of practical instruc- 
tion in Pathology and Bacteriology; 

(3) Of having attended a course of not less than sixty 
lectures on Materia Medica; 

(4) Of having practised the dispensing of medicine 
for. three months at a public dispensary, or under 
the superintendance of a member of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of New Zealand; 

. (5) Of having attended the post mortem examinations 
of a hospital containing not less than a hundred 
beds for two periods of six months each. 

(6) Of having attended a course of not less than one 
hundred lectures on Medical Jurisprudence and 
Public Health. 

XVII. The fee for the Second Professional Examina- 
tion in November shall be five guineas; subject to the 
provisions of the Statute ** Conduct of University Exami- 
nations.''

THE REGISTRATION OP DENTAL STUDENTS.

VI. The Intermediate Examination shall be held not 
sooner than November in the candidate's first year, and 
shall include: — 

1. Biology (One paper) : — 

(a) General Biolegy, as for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, but of a lower standard. 

(ft) (1) The structure and life-history of Mucor or 
any mould, Selaginella, any Gymnosperm. (2) 
The elements of comparative anatomy of Angio- 
sperms. 

(c) (1) The structure and life-history of the Fluke, 
Tape-worm, Round-worm, Earth-worm, Cray-fish, 
Amphioxus, a Fish, Frog, Fowl, Dog. (2) The 
outlines of the Embryology of Amphioxus, Frog, 
Chick, Dog, and the mode of formation of the foetal 
membranes of the last two. (3) The elements of 
the comparative anatomy of Vertebrata. 

All three divisions of this paper are compulsory. 

A candidate in Biology will be required to forward to 
the Registrar, before the examination, a certificate from a 
teacher of Biology in an Affiliated College, that he has 
-attended a course of lectures and practical instruction m 
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the subject, as defined above, to the satisfaction of the- 
teacher, and that he has passed a practical examination 
in it. 

2. Physics (One paper) :—

3. Inorganic Chemistry (One paper) :— 
As for Medical Intermediate. 

4. Organic Chemistry (One paper) : — 

As for Medical Intermediate 

VII. The subjects of the Intermediate Examination 
may be taken together or separately, at the option of the 
candidate, but the whole Intermediate Examination must 
be passed before the candidate can be admitted to the First 
Professional Examination. 

VIII. Any Veterinary Student who, previous to regis- 
tration, has passed the examination in Botany, or Zoology, 
or Physics, or Chemistry, prescribed for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science, shall be exempt 
from passing in the same subject in the Intermediate 
Examination, and his attendance at classes in the subject 
shall be counted as part of his veterinary course. 

Note. — A pass in Chemistry for B.A. or B.Se. exempts only 
from Inorganic Chemistry of the Intermediate Examination. 

IX. Any candidate who may have satisfied the Exami- 
ners in any one subject of this examination shaU be 
entitled, on payment of the prescribed fee, to receive from 
the Registrar a certificate to that effect. 

X. The fee for the Intermediate Examination shall be 
three guineas ; but if taken separately in the manner herein 
provided, one guinea for each subject, subject in both cases 
to the provisions of the Statute, 'Conduct of University 
Examinations." 

XI. Candidates' notices for the Intermediate Examina- 
tion must be sent in to the Registrar not later than Septem- 
ber 1st, accompanied by the fee.

XII. The First Professional Examination shall be held 
not sooner than November in the candidate's second year^

(3) Of having attended a course of not less than one 
hundred lectures on Physiology; 

(4) Of having attended a course of practical instruc- 
tion in Physiology, including Physiological 
Chemistry ; 

(5) Of having attended a course of practical instruc- 
tion in Histology. 

XIII. The fee for the First Professional Examination 
shall be five guineas, subject to the provisions of the 
Statute, "Conduct of University Examinations." 

XIV. Candidates' notices for the First Professional 
Examination must be sent in to the Registrar, with the fee, 
not later than September 1st.

<6) Of having received instruction, both theoretical 
and practical, in Stable Management, Mtoipulation 
of Domesticated Animals, and Shoeing; 

<7) Of having received instruction, both systematic 
and practical, for not less than six months in 
Veterinary Hygiene and Dietetics. 
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XVI. The fee for the Second Professional Examination 
shall be five guineas, subject to the provisions of the 
Statute, ''Conduct of University Examinations/' 

XVII. Candidates' notices for the Second Professional 
Examination must be sent in to the Registrar, with the 
fee, not later than September 1st. 

XVIII. The Third Professional Examination shall be 
held not sooner than January in the candidate's fourth 
year, and shall include: — 

1. The Principles and Practice op Veterinary 
Surgery (including Obstetrics). 

2. The Principles and Practice op Veterinary 
Medicine. 

No candidate shall be admitted to this examination 
within six months of the time of his passing the Second 
Professional Examination. 

Candidates must forward to the Registrar, before the 
date of examination, the following certificates : —

least forty-five months previously, except as pro- 
vided in Section V. of this Statute; 

(2) Of having attended a course of not less than one 
hundred lectures on Veterinary Surgery; 

(3) Of having attended a course of instruction in 
Practical, including Operative, Veterinary Sur- 
gery; 

(4) Of having attended a course of not less than one 
hundred lectures on Veterinary Medicine; 

(5) Of having attended a course of not less than 
twenty lectures on Ophthalmology; 

(6) Of having regularly attended the surgical and 
medical practice of a duly recognised Veterinary^ 
Hospital for not less than three years; 

(7) Of having received practical instruction in Meat- 
Inspection. 
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XIX. The fee for the Third Professional Examination 
«hall be five guineas, subject to the provisions of the 
Statute, ''Conduct of University Examinations/' 

XX. Certificates of instruction and practical work in 
Chemistry, Biology and Physics shall be accepted from any 
of the following institutions — ^namely, the University of 
Otago, Canterbury College, Victoria College, Auckland 
University College, and the Institutions defined in Section 
II. of the Statute, ** Admission ad eundem/' 

Certificates in all subjects of veterinary instruction 
shall be accepted from Veterinary Schools in New Zealand, 
and from the Institutions defined in Section II. of the 
Statute, ''Admission ad eundem/^ 

Every certificate of class attendance, or of practical 
work, required by this Statute, must state that the candi- 
date has satisfied the teacher by whom the certificate is 
given. 

XXI. Any candidate who produces satisfactory evi- 
dence that he has passed an examination in Chemistry, or 
in Biology, or in Physics, required for a degree in Medicine 
or Veterinary Science at a University in the United King- 
dom or in the Colonies, or for the Diplomas of the Koyal 
Colleges of Surgeons in Great Britain and Ireland, or for 
the Diploma of the Royal Veterinary College, England, 
shall, subject to the approval of the Chancellor, be exempt 
from examination in any of the subjects in which he has 
so passed. 

XXII. No student shall be admitted to the degree of 
Bachelor of Veterinary Science, unless • he satisfies the 
Chancellor that he has attained the age of twenty-one 
years.

THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF LAWS. 

I. Candidates for the Degree of Bachelor of Laws shall 
be Matriculated Students of the University, shall keep terms 
for two years in accordance with the Statute ''Terms and 
Lectures/' and shall thereafter pass the University exami- 
jiations as hereinafter defined. Matriculated students who 
have not kept terms, but who, when qualifying as Barristers 
or Solicitors, have passed the subjects of the Second Divi- 
sion, may be allowed to keep terms, and pass the subjects 
of the First Division, and on so doing, and paying the 
requisite fees, shall be entitled to the degree. 

II. The subjects of examination for the Degree of

III. Subject to the exceptions mentioned in the 
succeeding regulations, the foregoing subjects may be 
taken in any order and in any combination. 
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IV. No candidate shall be credited with having passed 
in less than three subjects at a time, except in the ease of 
the examination which includes the last subject of the 
Second Division in which the candidate shall pass. 

V. No candidate shall present himself for examination 
in more than five subjects at the same time. 

VI. No candidate shall present himself for examination 
in the Law of Property (Part II.) unless he has already at 
a previous examination passed in the Law of Property 
(Part L). 

VII. No candidate shall present himself for examina- 
tion in any subject of the First Division unless he has 
already matriculated, and unless after matriculation he 
has kept terms for two years, in accordance with the 
Statute ** Terms and Lectures.'* 

VIII. A candidate who has already passed in one or 
more of the above subjects in his Arts or Science course 
shall be exempt from examination in such subject. 

IX. The fee payable by any candidate presenting him- 
self for examination shall be two guineas, subject, however, 
to the provisions of Regulation XII. hereof, and of the 
Statute ''Conduct of University Examinations.'' 

X. Every candidate shall send to the Registrar, not 
later than the first day of September, notice of his inten- 
tion to present himself for examination, together with the 
prescribed fee. 

XI. Subject to the foregoing provisions a candidate 
may present himself at a supplementary examination in 
the month of May in all the subjects of the Second Division 
which he requires in order to complete that Division, and 
in which he presented himself at the ordinary examination 
in the preceding year ; but he must, at this supplementary 
examination, complete the Second Division, and must 
repeat any subject belonging to that Division in which he 
mav have passed at the ordinary examination in the pre- 
ceding year.

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XII. The total cost of the supplementary examination 
shall be paid by the candidates in such proportion as the 
Registrar shall determine. All candidates shall send to 
the Registrar, not later than the tenth day of March, notice 
of their intention to present themselves for the supple- 
mentary examination, and, on being informed of the fee 
payable, shall forthwith pay the same to the Registrar. 

XIII. The fee payable for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Laws shall be seven guineas. 

XIV. The fee payable for a certificate that a candidate 
has passed in all the subjects of the Second Division shall 
be one guinea.

THE DEGREE OP MASTER OF LAWS. 

I. Candidates for the degree of Master of Laws must 
have taken the degree of Bachelor of Laws, either after 
examination or ad eundem, 

II. Candidates for the degree of Master of Laws shall 
pass an examination in one subject selected from each of 
the following Groups: — 

Group A.— 

1. Roman Law. 

2. Jurisprudence. 

3. International Law and the Conflict of Laws, 

Group B.^- 

1. The Law of Contracts and Torts (Englisk 
Law) . 

2. The Law of Real Property (New Zealand 
Law). , 

Group C. — 

Special Departments of English Law — 

1. The Law of Companies. 

2. The Law of Negligence, Mistake, Misre- 
presentation, and Fraud. 

3. The Law of Trusts. 

4. The Law of Shipping and Marine Insur- 
ance. 

5. The Law of Bankruptcy. 

III. The papers set for examination for the degree of 
Master of Laws shall be the same as those set for the exami- 
nation for Honours in Law, and candidates will be 
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required to show a degree of proficiency satisfactory to the 
Examiners, but not necessarily higher than that required 
for the Third Class in Honours. 

IV. Every Bachelor of Laws intending to proceed to 
the degree of Master of Laws shall give notice in writing 
to the Registrar of his intention to present himself for 
examination, and of the subjects in which he elects to be 
examined. Such notice, accompanied by the prescribed 
fee, must be given to the Registrar by the 1st day of May, 
or on such later date as is prescribed by the Statute of 
Fees, on payment of a special fee. A candidate for the 
degree of Doctor of Laws who shall in that examination 
pass in all the subjects required for the degree of Master 
of Laws, shall be deemed to have passed the examination 
for the degree of Master of Laws, and shall not be required 
tc give a separate notice, or to pay an additional fee in 
respect of such examination. 

V. Bachelors of Laws who may, after examination, 
have obtained Honours, shall be deemed to have passed the 
examination for the degree of Master of Laws without 
further examination. 

VI. The fee for the examination for the degree of 
Master of Laws shall be three guineas, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section IV. of this Statute ; and the fee for the 
degree of Master of Laws shall be six guineas. 

THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF LAWS. 

I. Before presenting himself for the degree of Doctor 
of Laws, a candidate must have passed the examination 
prescribed for Honours in Law, and must at the examina- 
tion have given evidence of such proficiency as would 
entitle an Honours candidate to be placed in the first class. 
For the purposes of such examination the same notice shall 
be given and the same fee paid as in the case of candidates 
for Honours in Law. He must also have taken out his 
diploma of the degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

II. A candidate intending to present himself for this 
degree must give notice of his intention to the Registrar, 
and pay him a fee of five guineas, at the time prescribed 
in the Calendar. He must at the same time transmit to

the Registrar a dissertation or thesis embodying the result 
of original work on the history, philosophy, exposition, oir 
criticism of Law. The previous publication of such dis- 
sertation or thesis shall be no bar to its acceptance. 
Accompanying the dissertation or thesis there must be a 
synopsis of the bibliography of the topic of the dissertation 
or thesis. 

III. The Examiners shall make a report to the Chan- 
cellor, in which they shall state whether in their judgment 
the work of the candidate is a valuable contribution to 
learning, sufiScient to entitle the candidate to the degree. 

IV. No candidate shall present himself for the degree 
of Doctor of Laws until at least five years after passing 
the examination for the degree of Bachelor of Laws. 

V. The fee for the degree of Doctor of Laws shall be 
fifteen guineas. 



PROFESSIONAL EXAMINATIONS IN LAW. 

I. Candidates for the legal profession may be examined 
by the University. 

II. No fees shall be required for such examination 
other than these prescribed by **The Law Practitioners 
Act 1882.'' 

III. Certificates shall be issued to candidates specify^ 
ing the examination which they have passed. 

Note. — Candidates are advised to study careully in connection 
with these regulations, the corresponding sections of the statute 
**The Degree of Bachelor of- Laws''; and also the notes in small 
tjpe annexed to these regulations. 

IV. 1. Any candidate for admission as solicitor who 
shall have passed the Matriculation Examination in the 
University of New Zealand, passing in Latin as a subject, 
shall be deemed to have passed the examination in Gteneral 
Knowledge required to be passed by candidates for admis- 
sion as solicitors; and any candidate for admission as 
barrister who shall have passed with credit the 
Junior Scholarship Examination in the said University,..

passing in Latin as a subject, or the subjects Latin, Eng- 
lish (or Mental Science), Jurisprudence, and Constitu- 
tional History as prescribed for the degree of Bachelor 
of Laws in the said University, shall be deemed to have 
passed the examination in General Knowledge required to 
be passed by candidates for admission as barristers. 

2. Every candidate for admission as a barrister or 
-solicitor of the Supreme Court not previously admitted 
elsewhere shall give notice to the Registrar of the Univer- 
sity of New Zealand, at the dates specified each year in the 
University Calendar, of his desire to be examined, and 
shall state the nature of the examination that he proposes 
to submit to, and shall at the same time pay to the Regis- 
trar of the University the proper fee in respect of such 
examination; and every such candidate shall at the same 
time send a similar notice (without fee) to the Registrar 
of the Supreme Court where he intends to apply for 
admission. 

3. Candidates for admission as barristers may present 
themselves for examination both in Law and General 
Knowledge, or in Law only, or in General Knowledge only. 

4. The examinations will be conducted by the Univer- 
sity of New Zealand. The examinations in Law and the 
examinations in General Knowledge shall be held annually, 
at the times fixed by the Chancellor of the University, at 
any centre at which there may be ten or more candidates 
for the examinations then proceeding, or where, if not so 
many, the total payment in fees may be made up to twenty 
guineas. All candidates for legal examinations must con- 
form to the rules and regulations of the University for the 
conduct of University examinations, as stated in the 
University Calendar, so far as they are consistent with 
these regulations. 

Note. — No "terms'' are required to be kept by candidates for 
the law professional examinations, nor is Matriculation necessary; 
but subjects passed at the law professional examination can const 
towards the LL.B. degree, provided that the candidate had been 
previously matriculated, and provided that in the case of subjects 
for which the keeping of terms is required for the degree suchtenM 
had been previously kept. 
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5. A candidate may take the examination in General 
Knowledge either before or after the examination in Law, 
or in the same year as one or other of the prescribed sec- 
tions of such examination. 

6. Candidates for admission as barristers who have been 
previously admitted as barristers in any superior or 
Supreme Court in any part of His Majesty's dominions 
shall give two months' notice of their intention to apply 
for admission, and shall, as soon as conveniently may be 
thereafter, be examined only as to their knowledge of the 
Law of New Zealand so far as it differs from the 
Law of England. The examination of such candidates 
ishall be conducted by the Examiners appointed by the 
Senate, at such times in the year and at such places as may 
be fixed by the Chancellor of the University with the 
approval of the Chief Justice. 

Note. — :The fee payable under Regulation 6 is two guineas.

But a person who 
has been examined under this rule and has failed may not present 
himself for examination again within six months, unless by special 
permission of the Chancellor. 

7. Candidates for admission as barristers who shall 
have taken a degree in Arts or Science from some univer-

8. All other candidates for admission as barristers shall 
be examined in Law and General Knowledge. 

9. Solicitors on the roll who shall apply to be admitted 
as barristers shall pass the examination in General Know- 
ledge provided by Rule 10, and shall pass the examination 
in Jurisprudence, Constitutional History, Roman Law, 
International Law, and Conflict of Laws, prescribed for 
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the degree of Bachelor of Laws. Nothing in this rule shall 
be deemed to conflict with the povisions of **The Law 
Practitioners Act Amendment Act, 1898.'' 

Note. — The fees payable under Begulation 9 are two guineas 
for the general knowledge and two guineas for the law examination. 

Note. — If a candidate under this regulation chooses the subjects 
Latin, English (or Mental Science), Jurisprudence, and Constitu- 
tional History for general knowledge, he will not have to pass again 
in Jursprudence and Constitutional History as part of his law 
examination.

11. The Statute Law of New Zealand shall not be a 
separate subject of examination in Law for candidates for 
admission as barristers or solicitors ; but questions on the 
Statute Law of New Zealand, so far as it relates to the 
other subjects of examination in Law, shall form part of 
the examination in such subjects. 
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12. Candidates for admission as solicitors who have 
been admitted as solicitors in any superior or Supreme 
Court of any part of His Majesty's dominions shall be 
examined in Law generally and in the Law of New Zea- 
land in so far as it differs from the Law of England, one 
paper being set in each division.

13. Candidates for admission as solicitors who have 
taken a degree in Arts or Science from some university or 
other body in any part of His Majesty's dominions which 
has. or hereafter may have power by law to grant such 
degrees shall be examined in Law only, and those who shall 
have taken a degree in Law shall be examined only in the 
Law of New Zealand so far as it differs from the Law of 
England. 

14. The examination in law for candidates for admis-

The foregoing subjects may be taken in any order and in 
any combination, except that — 

(a) No candidate shall be credited with having passed 
in less than three subjects at a time, except in the 
case of the examination which includes the last sub- 
ject in which the candidate shall pass. 

(6) No candidate shall present himself for examina- 
tion in more than five subjects at one time.

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(c) No candidate shall present himself for examination 
in the Law of Property (Part II.) unless he has 
already at a previous examination passed in the Law 
of Property (Part I.). 

Note. — The examination fee for each section shall be two 
guineas. 

Note. — Every candidate for the solicitors' or barristers' law 
examination must in his notice of candidature infom the Registrar 
of the University of the date when he passed the general knowledge 
examination. 

15 Subject to the foregoing provisions, a candidate may 
present himself at a supplementary examination in the 
month of May in all the subjects required to complete the 
course prescribed for admission as a solicitor and in which 
he presented himself at the ordinary examination in the 
preceding year ; but he must, at this supplementary examin- 
ation, complete the course prescribed for admission as a 
solicitor, and must repeat any subject in which he may 
have passed at the ordinary examination in the preceding 
year. 

16. The age of all candidates for admission must 
appear on affidavit. 

17. A barrister or advocate previously admitted else- 
where must produce to the Judge of the district to whom 
he applies for admission, his admission, or some certificate 
or other document, duly verified, proving his admission, 
and make an affidavit that he is the person named therein 
and was admitted as therein stated. 

18. Every candidate for admission as a barrister or 
solicitor who claims to be entitled, as a graduate of some 
university, to be admitted after an examination in Law 
only shall produce his diploma, or some duly authenticated 
certificate or other documentary evidence of having taken 
a degree, with an affidavit verifying the same, and proving 
his identity with the person mentioned in such document. 

19. Every candidate for admission as a solicitor who 
claims to be entitled to be admitted on the ground of some 
previous admission elsewhere must produce documentary 
evidence of such admission purporting^ to emanate from 
proper authority, and an affidavit verifying the same, and 
proving his identity with the person named therein. 
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20. Every candidate before being admitted shall pro- 
duce evidence of his good character to the satisfaction of 
the Judge to whom he applies for admission. 

21. No fee paid for any examination, or section thereof, 
which the candidate may fail to pass shall be available for 
any subsequent examination, or section thereof, excepting 
as provided under clause 2 of the University Statute of 
Tees. 

22. Candidates for admission as barristers or solicitors 
who may have taken the degree of Bachelor of Laws in the 
University of New Zealand since the 1st June, 1890, shall 
not be required to pass any further examination. 

23. The definitions of subjects for both the barristers' 
and solicitors' examinations shall be those prescribed for 
the same subjects respectively for the degree of Bachelor 
of Laws; and the Schedule of .Statutes drawn up for the 
guidance of candidates for the degree shall be deemed to 
apply for the professional examinations also. Candidates 
are, however, expected to know the leading English and 
Kew Zealand cases bearing on each subject. 

24. Every candidate, before being admitted as barrister 
or solicitor, must produce a certificate or diploma signed by 
the Begistrar of the University of New Zealand showing 
that he has passed all examinations prescribed for the 
degree of Bachelor of Laws, as for admission as barrister, 
or for admission as solicitor, as the case may be. The fee 
payable to the University for such certificate, other than 
diploma, shall be one guinea. 

25. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, 
candidates in the year 1907, or for the May examination of 
1908, may take all the subjects enumerated in Rule 14 at 
one examination. 
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CHAPTER XIII.— COURSE IN MUSIC 



THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF MUSIC. 

I. A candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Music 
shall be matriculated, and after matriculation shall be 
required to pass the following examinations*: — (1) The 
Intermediate Examination; (2) the First Examination in 
Music; (3) the Final Examination in Music. He shall 
also, after passing the Final Examination in Music, write 
a musical exercise to the satisfaction of the Examiners. 

II. The subjects of the Intermediate Examination shall 
be:— 

1. Latin. 

2. Greek. 

3. French. 

4. German. 

5. English. 

6. Physics. 

7. Elementary History of Music. 

Candidates must pass in three of the above subjects, of 
which the Elementary History of Music must be one. 

The examination papers in the languages will be the 
same as those used for the Junior Scholarship Examina- 
tion, but the Examiners will be instructed to treat this 
examination as not competitive. The paper in Physics 
will be the same as that used for the Intermediate Exami- 
nation in Medicine. 

Note. — The fee for this examination is three guineas. 

III. The subjects of the Intermediate Examination 
may be taken together or separately, at the option of the 
candidate, but the whole Intermediate Examination must 
be passed before the candidate can be admitted to the First 
Examination in Music. 

•Candidates' notices for the Intermediate Examination witb 
the examination fee, must be sent in to the Registrar not later than 
September 1st, or with two guineas extra up to September 15th; or 
with four guineas extra up to September 29th. 

The examination in Physics is held in November, in the remain- 
ing subjects in December (beginning in 1907 on November 11th and 
December 3rd). 
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IV. Candidates for the degree of Bachelor of Music 
who shall have passed in Physics, or Latin, Greek, French, 
-01 German, in either the examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts or the examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Science, shall not be required to pass again in 
such subject or subjects in the Intermediate Examination 
for the degree of Bachelor of Music. 

Y. The subjects of the First Eaxmination in Music shall 
be:— 

1. Acoustics. 

2. Counterpoint, in not more than four parts. 

3. Harmony, in not more than four parts. 

For the purpose of this examination Acoustics shall 
be understood to include the following subjects: — 

Sensation and external cause of sound. Mode of its 
transmission. Nature of wave-motion in general. 
Application of the wave theory to sound. Elements 
of a musical sound. Loudness and extent of vibra- 
tion. Pitch and rapidity of vibration. Measure of 
absolute and of relative pitch. Resonance. 
Analysis of compound sounds. Helmholtz's theory 
of musical quality. Motion of sounding strings. 
The pianoforte, and other stringed instruments. 
Motion of sounding air-columns. Flute and reed 
stops of the organ. Orchestral wind instruments. 
The human voice. Interference. Beats. Helm- 
holtz's theory of consonance and dissonance. Com- 
bination tones. Consonant chords. Construction 
of the musical scale. Exact and tempered intona- 
tion. Equal temperament. System of pitch nota- 
tion. 

No knowledge of Mathematics beyond Arithmetic shall 
be required to satisfy the Examiner in this subject. 
I 
VI. Any candidate may be admitted to the First Exami- 
nation in Music who has previously passed the Matricula- 
tion and the Intermediate Examinations, provided that at 
the time of announcing his intention of presenting himself 
for the First Examination in Music he produces a certifi- 
cate, signed by two or more trustworthy persons, that he 
has been studying or practising music for two years. 
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VII. For the Final Examination in Music, papers shall 
be set as follow: — 

1. Counterpoint, up to five parts. 

2. Harmony, up to five parts. 

3. (a) Canon, in four parts. 
(h) Fugue, in four parts. 

(c) Form in Composition, as exemplified in* 
the Sonata, Fugue and Rondo. 

4. (a) Such knowledge op the quality,. 

PITCH, and compass OP ORCHESTRAL 

INSTRUMENTS as is necessary for reading 
from score. 
(6) The Analysis op some Classical Com- 
position, with regard to Harmony and 
Form, the name of the work to be 
announced to the candidates six weeks 
before the examination. 

VIII. Candidates having passed both Musical Examina- 
tions, must present an original composition, such as would 
occupy in performance about twenty minutes, and com- 
prising : — 

1. Some considerable portions of choral writing for five 
voices with accompaniment, occasionally inde- 
pendent, for the usual orchestral string and wood- 
wind instruments. 

2. Some short specimens of four-part canon. 

3. A choral fugue for five voices with orchestral accom- 

paniment. 

4. A quartet for voices alone. 

IX. Candidates who intend to present themselves for 
examination either at the First or at the Final Examina- 
tion, must give notice in writing to the Eegistrar not later 
than the 1st day of May in the year in which they intend 
to present themselves for examination. 

X. Candidates who intend to pesent themselves for 
examination at the First Examination in Music shall pay 
a fee of five guineas, and candidates who intend to present 
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themselves for examination at the Final Examination shall 
pay a fee of ten guineas, at the time of giving notice to the 
Registrar of their intention to present themselves for 
examination, subject in both cases to the provisions of the 
Statute, ** Conduct of University Examinations." 



THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF MUSIC. 

I. A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Music must 
have taken out the diploma of the degree of Bachelor of 
Music. No person shall be admitted to be a candidate for 
the degree of Doctor of Music unless he shall have taken 
the degree of Bachelor of Music at least five years 
previously. 

II. A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Music shall 
be required — 

1. To Pass an Examination in the Highest 
Branches of Musical Science. 

2. To Write an Exercise. 

III. The subjects of the examination for the degree of 
Doctor of Music shall be : — * 

1. Counterpoint, in not more than eight parts. 

2. The Highest Branches of Harmony. 

3. Canon of various kinds, in not more than 
four parts. 

4. Fugue and Double Fugue, in not more than 

four parts. 

5. Form in Composition. 

6. Instrumentation and Scoring of Chamber 
and Orchestral Music. 

7. The Analsis of some Classical Composi- 

tion, the name of which will be announced to- 
candidates at least six weeks before the date 
of the examination. 

8. The Art of Music Historically Considered. 

•The examination is held in November.

IV. Candidates who intend to present themselves for 
^examination under this Statute must give notice in writing

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CHAPTER XIV.— COURSE IN COMMERCE 



THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF COMMERCE. 

I. Candidates for the degree of Bachelor of Commerce 
shall be matriculated students of the University, and must 
have kept two years' terms at an Affiliated Institution. 

II. Those persons who have not passed in Algebra and 
Geometry at the Matriculation Examination shall be 
required to pass in those subjects before completing the. 
First Examination described below. The fee for the 
examination in Algebra and Geometry shall be one guinea. 

III. There shall be two Special Examinations for the 
degree of Bachelor of Commerce. 

IV. A graduate of the University of New Zealand in 
Ai:ts or Science on presenting himself for any examination 
for this degree shall be exempt from examination in any 

rsubject or subjects in which he has already passed in his 
Arts or Science course.

maps, how constructed ; the conical, equidistant, and 
Mercator's projections; scale of maps; great-circle 
sailing; rhumb-line sailing. The atmosphere; 
isothermals; rainfall, dew points; winds, land and 
sea breezes, steady-winds, seasonal winds. Climate; 
causes affecting climate. Changes in the earth's 
surface so far as they affect commerce. Distribu- 
tion of plants and animals useful to commerce. 

(6) Commercial Geography. — The producing and dis- 
tributing of commercial commodities, especially food 
and foodstuffs, raw and manufactured products, 
and minerals; the various facilities for trade and 
hindrances to trade. 

The paper shall have special reference to Great 
Britain, to New Zealand, to Australia and the Pacific 
Islands, and to America — dealing with the chief 
geographical and local conditions under which com- 
modities are produced and distributed, with the 
chief trade-routes and means of transit, with cur- 
rencies, with social and political conditions affecting 
or likely to affect trade with New Zealand, with 
ports or harbours, coaling stations; the chief post 
and telegraph routes ; the distribution of population, 
of minerals, of forests, and of vegetable products; 
the necessary conditions of development in manu-. 
factures, agriculture, and commerce; the distribu-^ 
tion of industries.

5. One of the following subjects :— 

(a) Mathematics. — Algebra, as for B.A. degree.

6. Aocounting (Two papers) : — 

Approximate and Contracted Methods of Calculation. 
Areas and volumes of rectangular figures and other 
simple figures required in commerce. Metrical 
wei^ts and measures. The object and value of 
book-keeping. Double entry; its meaning and ad- 
vantages. The form, nature, and classification of 
accounts. The balancing and closing of accounts. 
The explanation of simple commercial terms such as 
debit, credit, balance, profit (gross and net), inter- 
est, discount, commission, insurance, assets, liabili- 
ties, capital, bankruptcy, composition, bad debts, 
trial balance, company (limited and unlimited), 
invoice, receipt, voucher, cheque, bill of exchange. 
A knowledge of the transactions involved and the 
special terms used in connection with cheques, pro- 
missory notes, and bills of exchange. The form, 
use, and method of keeping the cash-book, the pur- 
chase-book or invoice-book, the sales-book or day- 
book, the journal, and tiie ledger. Journalising an 
easy set of transactions, posting the journal taking 
out trial balance, preparing profit-and-loss account 
and balance-sheet. General principles of the 
*' columnar" system and the "index" or "card'' 
system. The prevention, detection, and rectifica- 
tion of errors. The explanation of commercial 
terms, such as rebate, account current, account sales, 
depreciation, lease, assignment, bill of sale, bill of 
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lading, freight, dock warrant, free on board, demur- 
rage, average, brokerage, ad valorem, del credere. A 
knowledge of the transactions involved and the 
documents employed in connection with the purchase 
and sale of goods, with the import and export trades, 
with partnership accounts, consignments, adven- 
tures, and account sales. A general knowledge of 
the nature of capital, of debentures, stocks, and 
shares, and of company book-keeping. 

yi. The First Examination shall be taken not sooner 
than two years after matriculation, provided that any two 
^f the subjects may be taken one year after matriculation. 

VII. The fee for the First Examination shall be two 
guineas, but if taken in sections, in the manner herein^ 
before provided, shall be two guineas for each section.

Instruments, Sale of Goods, Bankruptcy, Insurance 
(Fire, Life, Accident and Marine), Carriage of 
Goods by land and sea. 
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2. Statistical Method (One paper) : — 

Data and Forms of Returns; Tabulation and other- 
forms of reduction of data ; Averages, the various 
forms {e,g,y median, geometric, mean) and their 
respective advantages ; Average and Type ; Distribu- 
tion about the average, and measurement of disper- 
sion, ascertainment of probability of given devia- 
tions. Accuracy, and estimation of limits of error;, 
proportional error in results caused by errors in 
original data; the use of graphical methods in sta- 
tistics. The use of index numbers for the deter- 
mination of changes in prices or wages. The com-^ 
moner forms of statistical fallacy. 

3. Commercial French, or German (One paper) :— 

(a) Commercial correspondence in French or German. 

(6) Translation from French or German of passages 
dealing with commercial questions. 

4. Accountancy (Two papers) : — 

Forms and Accounts adapted to different classes of 
undertakings; Analysis of Accounts with a view to 
computation of earnings and values. Balance- 
sheets, Departmental Accounts, Cost Accounts; 
Sinking Funds, Depreciation; Methods of 
Remuneration, Fixed Charges; Exportation and 
Importation. 

5 and 6. Two of the following subjects : — 

(a) Actuarial Mathematics (One paper). — The use of 
logarithms and of easy series as applied to interest, 
mortality-tables, insurance, and annuities. Proba- 
bilities with reference to easy problems connected 
with life expectation, insurance, annuities, rent, 
prices and wages, and other matters of applied 
economics. Graphical methods applied to easy^ 
economic problems ; the treatment of errors, and the 
method of least squares as applied to such problems. 
Approximate methods of solving easy actuarial pro- 
blems; limts of error in the approximations. 
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(b) Industrial Law (One paper).— The law of master 
and servant with special reference to the statutory 
law of New Zealand, dealing with contracts for 
employment, age, sex, and educational standard of 
employees; hours and conditions of labour; pay- 
ment, recovery, and protection of wages; compensa- 
tion for injury, and settlement of disputes. 

(c) Economic History (One paper).— The outlines of 
the industrial and commercial development of Great 
Britain, the questions being mainly chosen so as to 
deal with the period subsequent to 1760, and to 
include: — The effects of the introduction of 
machinery upon industry and trade ; changes in 
industrial organisation; the development of trans- 
port, and the distribution of products ; the economie 
effect of the Napoleonic wars ; movements of foreign 
trade; the effects of protective tariffs upon produc- 
tion and distribution ; trade unionism and its effects 
in raising or lowering the standard of wages and 
industrial efficiency; the influence of the co-opera- 
tive movement; the rise and growth of large com- 
panies and trusts ; the growth of banking ; the adop- 
tion of the gold standard ; and the history of general 
prices. 

id) Carretpcy apd Baplfipg (One paper). — Functions 
of money; the evolution of modem money; cur- 
rency; circulation; quantity of money; the gold 
standard; the appreciation of gold; bimetallism; 
convertible and inconvertible paper money ; the rela- 
tion of currency and banking; money and exchange; 
foreign indebtedness. Bank capital, its function; 
deposits, importance and growth; banking profits, 
advances, discounts; foreign exchanges; financing 
of exports and imports; banking instruments; the 
money market; bank rate; commercial crises; State 
bank; joint-stock banks; savings banks; the gold 
reserve. 

IX. The Second Examination shall be taken not sooner 
than one year after passing the First Examination. The 
fee for the Second Examination shall be two guineas. 

The fee for the Diploma of Bachelor of Commerce shall 
be seven guineas. 
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CHAPTER XV.— CERTIFICATES OF 
PROFICIENCY. 



CERTIFICATES OF PROFICIENCY. 

I. At any examination for a degree in Arts, Science, 
Law, or Commerce, any person, whether an undergraduate 
of the University or not, may be admitted to examination 
in any one or more of the subjects prescribed for those 
degrees and may receive a certificate of proficiency in any 
subject or subjects in which he has satisfied the Examiners. 
Any candidate for such degree examination may receive a 
certificate for any subject or subjects in which he has 
passed, provided that he complies with the subjoined 
conditions. 

II. The examination fee in eacji subject shall be one 
guinea, and the fee for a certificate in each subject shall be 
five shillings. 

III. The same notice shall be required from candidates 
for certificates as from candidates for degrees. Certificates 
of Practical Work and Practical Examination are required 
in all subjects in which they are prescribed for degrees. 

Note. — No terms are required from candidates for Certificates 
of Proficiency. 

IV. No candidate for a certificate shall be examined in 
any subject of the examination for the degree of Master of 
Arts or Science until he has obtained a certificate in the 
same subject at an examination for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts or of Science. 
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CHAPTER XVI.— RESEARCH. 



POST-GRADUATE RESEARCH. 

I. For the encouragement of further study and research 
by graduates, the University oflfers Certificates and Gold 
Medals. 

II. These may be granted for theses containing the 
results of original research made by graduates of at least 
three years' standing. 

III. The competition shall be open to all graduates of 
the University of New Zealand who have passed the 
Honours Examination (but need not necessarily have taken 
Honours) in Arts, Science or Law, or who have taken a 
degree in Engineering, Agriculture, Medicine or Music. 

IV. Candidates for certificates and medals shall be 
required to give at least one year's notice of their intention 
to oflfer a thesis, and shall state the subject of the thesis, 
and at the same time shall send a fee of five guineas. 

V. Every thesis must be accompanied by a certificate 
from the Professorial Board of one of the affiliated insti- 
tutions that it is worthy to be submitted to the Examiner. 

VI. The thesis shall be submitted to the Examiner, who 
shall decide on its merits. 

VII. Every candidate whose thesis has been approved 
by the Examiner shall receive a certificate along with a 
copy of the Examiner's report, and if the Examiner shall 
report that the thesis is of exceptional originality and 
merit, the candidate shall also receive a gold medal. 

VIII. The fee for the certificate shall be one guinea. 

IX. No thesis, which has been presented as a thesis for 
a class in Honours or any other University distinction, 
shall be admissible for a certificate, and no thesis which 
has been offered for a certificate shall be presented agaiir 
for any other University purpose. 
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CHAPTER XVII.— FEES. 



UNIVERSITY FEES. 

I. Every candidate for any examination shall at the 
time of giving notice of his intention to present himself, 
pay the prescribed examination fee. 

Note. — But the notice will be accepted within two weeks after 
the date prescribed in the foregoing Statute in each case, if accom- 
panied by a fee of £^ Ss in addition to the fee prescribed hy Statute; 
or, within four weeks after the date prescribed in the foregoing 
Statutes in each case, if accompanied hy a fee of £4 4s in ctddition 
to the fee prescribed by Statute. . 

Note. — Candidates are requested to attend to the following: — 

1. Stamps will not be accepted in payment of fees. 

2. Cheques should have exchange added. 

3. Telegraphed feces should be accompanied by a telegram 

indicating the sender. 

4. Telegrams and letters must be prepaid. 

II. No examination-fee shall on any account be 
returned ; nor shall any such fee avail for any subsequent 
examination except that: — 

1. A candidate who has paid a fee for a University 

degree examination, but is debarred from presenting 
himself for examination by reason of his not having 
kept the prescribed terms, shall not be required to 
pay a second fee for the same degree examination. 

2. A candidate who shows by the evidence of a medical 

certificate that his failure to present himself for 
examination was due to ill-health, may present him- 
self for the same examination in a future year with- 
out paying another fee. 

3. A candidate who has paid the fee for an examination 

and finds himself unable to come up may have the 
fee held to his credit for the same examination in a 
future year, provided that he gives notice to that 
effect not later than four weeks before the com- 
mencement of the examination for which he has 
entered; provided further that such candidate, 
15 
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when entering again for the examination, shall pay 
a registration-fee of five shillings. But nnder no 
circumstances can a fee which has been paid for one 
purpose be made available for a different purpose. 

III. No degree shall be conferred on any student unless 
■the fee prescribed for that degree shall have been paid; 
and no studdht shall be admitted to any higher examination 
unless he has taken out the Diploma of any degree or of 
honours, for which he has already passed. 

NoTi:. — ^A special session of Senate for authorising the con- 
ferring of Degrees is held in the month of March or April, and the 
fees of all candidates must be paid before the 20th of May, otherwise 
their names cannot be included in the next following iSssue of the 
TTnivisrsitt GALENioAB as having obtained the Degree.

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Commissions in the British Army. 



I. In accordance with the revised regulations issued by 
the War Office, and republished in the New Zealand 
Gazette of 24th March 1898, the Senate is empowered to* 
nominate each year one person to a Commission in the 
Cavalry or the Infantry of the Line. The Senate will be 
prepared, at each annual meeting, to consider applications 
from candidates for nomination. 

II. Any Graduate in Arts or Science, or any Under- 
graduate wko has passed the first section of the examina- 
tion for the degree of Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of 
Science or who has obtained certificates of proficiency in 
such subjects as would be equivalent to passing the first 
section of the examination for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts or Bachelor of Science, will, if he is in other respects 
qualified under the War Office Ilegulations, be eligible for 
nomination, provided that he also passes an examination 
in Geometrical Drawing. 

III. Candidates after nomination must, in the month 
of September following, pass an examination in Military 
Sub jets. [For a syllabus of this examination, and the 
examination in Military History, apply to the Registrar, 
or to the Under-Secretary for Defence, Wellington.] 

In order to qualify for a Commission, a candidate will' 
be required to obtain two-fifths of the marks in each 
subject, and one half of the aggregate. 

A candidate will be required to undergo an inspection 
by a Medical Board, to be convened by the Governor of the 
Colony, or other proper authority, and will not be allowed' 
to proceed with his examination unless recommended by 
this Board to be physically fit for His Majesty's Service. 
[For details of the Physical and Medical requirements 
apply to the Kegistrar, or to the Under-Secretary for 
Defence, Wellington.] 
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IV. A candidate for nomination must be between 
eighteen and twenty-five years of age on the 1st January 
next before his examination in military subjects. 

V. The candidate must, before the 1st day of May;, put 
into the hands of the Eegistrar of the University the docu- 
ments necessary to enable him to comply with the follow- 
ing War Office Regulations : — 

The name of the candidate selected for nomination must 
be forwarded to the Military Secretary so as to reach him 
on the 1st July, and should be accompanied by — 

(a) A certificate that the candidate is a British-bom or 
naturalised British subject; 

(&) An extract from the register of his birth, or, in 
default, a declaration made by one of his parents or 
guardians before a Magistrate, giving his exact age 
(a certificate of baptism cannot be accepted unless 
the date of birth is shown therein) ; 

(c) A certificate of good moral character, signed by the 
tutors or heads of the schools or colleges at which he 
has received his education for the four years imme- 
diately preceding the date of application, or some 
other satisfactory proof of good moral character; 

(d) A certificate from the head of the college that the 
candidate has passed the required University exami- 
nation, including Geometrical Drawing. 
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MILITARY CADETSHIPS. 



I. Graduates in Arts of the University of New Zealand 
are recognised by the War Office as entitled to compete on 
equal terms with those members of other Universities who, 
without being required to pass either the preliminary or 
the further examination, are allowed to compete amongst 
themselves for admission to the Royal Military College. 

II. At each Annual Meeting the Senate will be pre- 
pared to consider applications from candidates for nomina- 
tion to one Cadetship at the Royal Military College at 
Sandhurst. Any graduate, or any undergraduate who has 
passed the first section of the examination for the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts, or who has obtained certificates of 
proficiency in such subjects as would be equivalent to pass- 
ing the first section of the examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science, will be eligible, 
on condition of passing an examination in Geometrical 
Drawing, as required by the Regulations of the War Office 
respecting admissions to the Royal Military College, if he 
is in other respects qualified under those regulations. 

III. The regulations prescribe that a Cadet must be 
between seventeen and twenty years of age on admission 
to the College ; the date of admission being the 1st day of 
September. The successful candidate will be required to 
tsend certificates of age and of moral character for the pre- 
eeding four years, to the Military Secretary, Horse Guards, 
so as to reach him by the first day of August. 

IV. The course of study at the Royal Military College 
extends through one year. At the end of the first term the 
Cadet has to pass an examination in the work of the term; 
and failure at the examination involves the loss of a tenn. 
There is another examination at the end of the course, and 
those who pass a satisfactory examination become entitled 
to Commissions in the Army as Second Lieutenants, and 
may be gazetted to regiments in the order in which they 
pass. 

V. The payment to be made on behalf of a Cadet varies 
from £20 for the son of an officer who has died in the 
service, and whose family is left in peeuniary distress, to 
£120 for the son of a private gentleman. A further pay- 
ment of £25 for uniform, books, etc., and a deposit of £5 
on account, for contingent expenses, are required. The 
pay of a cadet is 3s a day. For further information, 
intendng candidates may refer to the Regulations pub- 
lished in the New Zealand Oazette, 29th September, 1881. 
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CONCESSIONS MADE TO STUDENTS and GEADUATES 
FROM NEW ZEALAND^ BY UNIVERSITIES, etc., 
IN THE BRITISH ISLANDS. 



The following summary of concessions made to students and 
graduates from New Zealand hy Universities, #c., in the British 
Islands is inserted for geiieral information It will he added to from 
time to time as further information is received. 



OXFORD. 

1. (a) Any person who shall have pursued during two full years 
a course of study prescribed by a University which has been 
admitted to the privileges of this section, and shall have passed all 
the examinations connected with the course, may, although he has 
not been matriculated, claim to be admitted to the examination in 
the Greek language only in Besponsions. 

(&) Any such person, although he has not been matriculated, 
and although he has not satisfied the Masters of the 
Schools either in Stated Subjects or in an Additional Sub- 
ject, may claim to be admitted to any one or more of the 
following examinations, viz., any part of the First Public 
Examination, and any Preliminary Examination in the 
Second Public Examination. 

2. Any such person who has either satisfied the Examiners or 
obtained Honours in certain examinations, \iz.: — 

(a) The Examination of Candidates not seeking Honours in 
the First Public Examination; 

(&) The Examination of Candidates for Honours in Greek 
and Latin Literature in the First Public Examination; 

(c) The Examination of Candidates for Honours in Mathema- 
tics in the First Public Examination; 

(d) The Preliminary Examination in the School of Jurispru- 
dence; 

{e) The Preliminary Examination in Mechanics and Physics 
and in Chemistry in the School of Natural Science; 

(or, if he desires to be admitted to the Examination in Animal 
Physiology; or in Botany, or in Zoology, or in Geology, in the 
Honour School of Natural Science). 

(/) The Preliminary Examination in Chemistry, and in at 
least one other subject not being Mechanics and Physics 
in the School of Natural Science; 
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shall, if he is matriculated not later than the Michaelmas. Term next 
following, be admitted to the status of a Colonial or Indian Student. 

[The general effect of the foregoing is, that such a student m&j 
get through the Intermediate E^uimination of the Oxford course at 
the earliest possible opportunity, and begin his work for the Final 
Examination without passing Besponsions ; but the Greek part of the 
latter must be passed before he can matriculate]. 

3. Any such person may clailm to be admitted on matriculation 
to the status of a Colonial or Indian Student. 

4. The status of such a Student shall be as follows: — 

(a) The Term in which he is matriculated shall be reckoned 
for the purposes of any provisions respecting the standing^ 
of members of the University as the fifth Term from hii^ 
matriculation. 

(2>) He may claim to be admitted to the Examination in the 
&reek langroage only in Besponsions. 

(c) If he has not before matriculation passed the Examina- 
tion in Holy Scripture or in a book statutably offered 
instead thereof in the First Public Examination, he may 
claim to be admitted to that examination; and until lie 
has passed that examination, he shall not be admitted to 
any part of the Second Public Examination other than 
the Preliminary Examinations in the Honour Schools of 
Natural Science and of Jurisprudence. 

(d) He shall not be admitted to any part of the First Public 
Examination other than the Examination in Holy Scrip- 
ture or in a book statutably offered instead thereof. 

(e) Subject to such provisions of the Statutes as are not 
inconsistent with this section, and subject to the provisions 
of this section, he may claim to be admitted to any part 
of the Second Public Examination. 

(f) If he has passed the Second Public Examination, and has 
obtained Honours either in the First or in the Second 
Public Examination he shall be entiitled to supplicate for 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts so soon as he has kept 
statutable residence for eight Terms. But if he has 
passed the Second Public Examination, and has not 
obtained Honours either in First or in the Second Public 
Examination, he shall not be entitled to supplicate for 
. .the degree of Bachelor of Arts until he has kept statut- 
able residence for twelve Terms. 

5. A Colonial or Indian Student shall be deemed to have shown 
a sufficient knowledge of the Greek language, who has passed one ol 
the examilnations enumerated below, and subject to such conditions 
as are therein contained: — 

(a) The Examination in Stated Subjects in Besponsions, or 
any examination under which Tit. VI. Sect. 1. § 2 exempts 
a Candidate from Besponsions.

(b) The Examination in Additional Subjects in Responsions^ 
the subject offered being a Greek book^ or any examina- 
tion including Greek which is accepted by the University 
as equivalent to this Examination. 

(c) The Examination of Candidates in the Greek language 
only at Responsions. 

(d) The Examination of Candidates not seeking Honours in 
the First Public Examination. 

(e) the Examination of Candidates for Honours in Greek and 
Latin Literature in the First Public Examination. 

(f) The Preliminary Examination in the Honour School of 
' Jurisprudence, provided that the Candidate satisfies the 

Examiners in a Greek book in that Examination. 

(g) Group A, 1 of the Examination of Candidates who do not 
seek Honours in the Second Public Examination. 

{h) and (i) The Honour Schools of Literee Hunianiores and of 
Theology in the same Exami'nation. 

6. The following regulations shall apply to any Colonial Student, 
provided that he has satisfied the Moderators in Holy Scripture or in 
a book statutably offered instead thereof: — 

(o) If he has obtained Honours in Greek and Latin Literature 
in the First Public Examination, he may claim to be 
admitted to any part of the Second Public Examination. 

(h) If he has satisfied the Moderators in the Examination of 
Candidates not seeking Honours, he may claim to be 
admitted to any part of the Second Public Examination; 
provided that he shall not be admitted to the Final 
Examination in the Honour School of Natural Science, 
unless he has also satisfied the provisions of Statt, Tit., Y* 
Sect 1 C. § 5 el. 6. 

[Every Candidate in Final Honour School must either have 
obtained Honours in the First or in the Second Public Examination, 
or else (1) Candidates for Honours in Physics must have satisfied in 
Preliminary Examination in Chemibtry; (2) Candidates for Honours, 
in Chemistry must have satisfied in Preliminary Examination in 
Mechanics and Physics; (3) Candidates for Honours in one only of 
following — Geology, Animal Physiology, Zoology, and Botany — must 
have satisfied in Preliminary Examination both in Chemistry and in 
two other subjects, neither of these two subjects being the same as 
the one offered in the Final Honours Examination; (4) if he offers 
in Final Honours Examination two of the following — Geology, Animal 
Physiology, Zoology, and Botany— he must have satisfied both in 
Chemistry and in one other subject, this subject not being the same 
as either of those offered in the Final Honours Examination.]

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Language and Literature and in Subjects C (1 Algebra, 
Trigonometry, Pure and Analytical Geometry, Mechanics), 
and C (2) (Elements of Mechanics, solid and Huid, treated 
matkematleally) of the Examination of Candidates who do 
seek Honours. 

(d) If he (1) has shown a sufficient knowledge of the Greek 
Language, and (2) either has satisfied the Moderators in 
the Examination of Candidates for Honours in Mathema- 
tics in the subjects specified in Statt. Tit. VI., Sect. 1, D. 
§ 3. el. 15 (ii), or has passed the Preliminary Examination 
in the Honour School of Jurisprudence or has passed the 
Preliminary Examination in Mechanics and Physics 
and in Chemistry in the Honour School of Natural 
Science he may claim to be admitted to any of 
the Final Honour Schools of the Second Public 
Examination, except the Examination in the Honour 
School of English Language and Literature; provided 
that he shall not be admitted to the Final Examination 
in the Honour School of Natural Science unless he has 
satisfied the provisions of Statt. Tit. VI., Sect. 1, C. 
5. cl. 6 (quoted above) ; and if he has failed to obtain 
Honours in one of these Final Schools or been disqualified 
by standing from obtaining Honours has failed in the judg- 
ment of the Examiners to show sufficient merit to entitle 
him but for such disqualification to a place in the Class 
List, he shall not be entitled to claim admission to the 
examination in any of the subjects of the Examination 
for Candidates who do not seek Honours in the Second 
Public Examination, until he has satisfied the Moderators 
in the Examination of Candidates not seeking Honours. 

i^e) If he (1) has shown a sufficient knowledge of the Greek 
language, and (2) has passed two of the examinations 
specified below in Schedule C, these subjects being so 
chosen as to be in conformity with the provisions of Statt. 
Tit. VI. 1. C. § 5. cl. 7, and (3) has passed a third of these 
examinations, in case this is required by the provisions of 
the aforementioned cl. 7, he may claim to be admitted

(6) A Junior Student shall not be required to pass Respon- 
sions, or to pass in an Additional Subject at Responsions. 

(c) A Junior Student who has passed the Second Public 
Examination, and has obtained Honours either in the 
First or in the Second Public Examination, shall be en- 
titled to supplicate for degree of Bachelor of Arts so 
soon as he shall have kept statutable residence for eight 
Terms; provided that, if he is a Colonial Student, he has 
shown a sufficient knowledge of the Greek language. 

(d) A Junior Student who has passed the Second Public 
Examination, but has not obtained Honours either in the 
First or in the Second Public Examination, shall be en- 
titled to supplicate for the degree of Bachelor of Arts so 
soon as he shall have kept statutable residence for twelve 
Terms: provided that, if he is a Colonial Student, he has 
shown a sufficient knowledge of the Greek language. 

Any member of a University so admitted, who shall have pur- 
sued a course of study prescribed by it and extending over three full 
years, and who shall have taken Honours in the final examination 
incident to the course, may be admitted to the status and privileges 
of a Senior Colonial or Indian Student: i.e. 

(a) The Term in which he is matriculated shall be reckoned, 
for the purposes of any provisions respecting the standing 
of members of the University, as the fifth Term from his 
matriculation. 
(6) A Senior Student shall not be required to pass any part 
of Responsions or of the First Public Examinatibn or 
any Preliminary Examination of the Second Public 
Examination. 
(c) A Senior Student who has obtained Honours in the 
Second Public Examination shall be entitled to supplicate 
for the degree of Bachelor of Arts so soon as he shall 
have kept statutable residence for eight Terms: provided 
that, if he is a Colonial Student, he has shown a suffi- 
cient knowledge of the Greek language. 
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CAMBRIDGE. 

Any person who has completed a course of three years at an 
affiliated college, in accordance with regulations to be prescribed 
from time to time by the University, and who has obtained Honours 
in the Final Ezamilnation connected with that course, and who has 
passed an examination in some additional subject or subjects to be 
prescribed from time to time by the University, shall be entitled to 
be excused all the parts of the Previous ' Examination, and shall fur- 
thermore be entitled, for the purpose of any provision respecting the 
rstanding of members of the University, to reckon the first term kept 
•of residence as the fourth term of his residence (the Cambridge year 
consists of three terms), and to proceed in due course to the B.A. 
Degree, provided he obtain the degree by one of the Tripos examina- 
tions (i.e. takes Honours). 

The persons above referred to shall, before being entitled to the 
privileges indicated, be required to have passed an . examination in 
Latin, and also in one of the languages, Greek, French, German, 
Italian, Hebrew. 

(The University of New Zealand is affiliated to the University 
of Cambridge). 

Graduates of the University of New Zealand who have satisfied 
the examiners in one language in addition to Latin and English, 
either in the Matriculation Examinatiion or in the Examination for 
the degree of B.A. or B.Sc. of that University, or in some examina- 
tion held by the University of Cambridge, are entitled to the pri- 
vileges of affiliation. 

EDINBURGH. 

Students of the University of New Zealand, who have passed 
the Matriculation or Medical Prelimiiiary Examination of New Zea- 
land, are exempted from the Medical Preliminary Examination, pro- 
vided, of course, that they passed in the four subjects which are 
required at Edinburgh. 

In the case of Candidates for the Medical Preliminary Examina- 
tion, who hold qualifications from Foreign or Colonial Bodies, other 
than Universities, whose certificates are not included in the list of 
Equivalent Examinations issued by the Joint Board, a Committee in 
«ach University consisting of the Deans of the Faculties of Arts, 
Science, and Medicine, is empowered to accept such certificates, if it 
deems them sufficient, provided that all such cases are reported to 
the Joint Board at their next meeting. 

Further, two years of medical study spent in New Zealand are 
accepted, so that a Student may complete the course for the Edin- 
burgh degree by spending three years at Edinburgh. 

In the ordinary case all Professional Examinations must be 
passed at Edinburgh; but a New Zealand Student who has taken a 
degree in Arts or in Science in New Zealand, and has included in 
the curriculum for that degree one or more of the subjects of the 
Edinburgh First Professional Examination, would be exempted from 
examination in that subject or subjects. 
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If a candidate has obtained a degree in Science or in Arts in 
any University other than a University of the United Kingdom 
granted in either case after a course of study and an examination in 
Botany, Zoology, Physics, or Chemistry, it shall be in the power of 
the University Court to exempt such Candiidate from the examinations 
in such subject or subjects, provided that the course of study and the 
standard of examination in each case are satisfactory in the judg- 
ment of the Senatiis Academicus, 

JOINT BOAKD OF EXAMINEES OF SCOTTISH 
UNIVEESITIES. 

Science and Arts. 

A degree in Arts (not being a degree honoris causa tantum) in 
any of the Universities of the United Kingdom, .or in any Colonial 
or Foreign University specially recognised by the University Court, 
after consultation with the Senatus, shall exempt from the Prelimin- 
ary Examination in Arts and Science. 

Medicine. 

The Examination of the University of New Zealand (Matricula- 
tion and Medical Preliminary) will be accepted in lieu of the Medical 
Preliminary Examination, provided the examinations include all the 
subjects required by the General Medical Council, and prescribed by 
the Mdical Ordinances of the Scottish Unifversity Commissioners. 

A degree in Arts or in Science (not being a degree honoris 
causa tantum) in any of the Universities of the United Kingdom, 
or in any Colonial or Foreign University, specially recognised for the 
purpose by the University Court, shall exempt from the Preliminary 
Examination. 

LONDON. 

The Senate may admit Graduates of, or persons who have passed 
the examinations required for a degree in other Universities approved 
by it for that purpose, as Internal Students, and as Candidates for 
any of the higher degrees (except in Medicine and Surgery) without 
their having previously taken any lower degree. 

The examinations for a degree shall be held at such times and 
at such place or places as may be prescribed; but no Student shall 
be admitted to the Final Examination for a degree until the expira- 
tion of at least three years after matriculation, unless the Senate 
in special cases otherwise determine. 

By a regulation of 1902, Graduates of British Universities, and 
of the more important Colonial Universities (New Zealand included), 
and those who have passed examinations for degrees in those Uni- 
versities, may on application be registered as Students on payment 
of the Eegistration fee of £2, without passing the Matriculation 
Ezamilnation. 

A New Zealand Bachelor of Science has been exempted frona 
Part I. of the London University Medical Preliminary Scientific 
Examination. 
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DUBLIN. 

Arts 

Any Student producing the proper certificates that he has passed 
two years in Arts Studies at certain Universities or Colleges (includ- 
ing that of New Zealand) , and has passed the examinations belong- 
ing to that period, will be entitled to put his name in the College 
books as a Senior Freshman, or Student with one year's credit, with 
this reservation: that if it shall appear that the course of Arts 
which he has passed does not include all the subjects* of the Junior 
Freshman year, the Senior Lecturer may require him to qualify by 
examination in the omitted subject or subjects within one year after 
his name shall have been entered in the books. 

Medicine. 

In Medical Schools recognised by the University of Dublin 
(including the University of New Zealand), two consecutive anni 
w edict y taken at any period during the four years of the medical 
curriculum, are recognised as qualifying for admission to the Exami- 
nations of the School of Physic. 

The Senate shall have power of admitting Graduates or persons 
who have passed Degree Examinations of other Universities to the 
courses and examinations for the higher degrees of Master and 
Doctor under conditions prescribed by Regulations, without requiring- 
such persons to attend the courses of study or pass the examinations 
qualifying for the degree of Bachelor. Such Students after being 
matriculated shall be called Graduate-Students, and shall be mem- 
bers of the Guild of Undergraduates. 



BIRMINGHAM. 

The Senate shall have the power of recognising attendance at 
another University or University College as part of the attendance 
qualifying for the Degree of Bachelor, and of recognising examina- 
tions passed at such other University as exempting from the First 
Yearns Examination for such degree. providedBMiat no Candidate 
from another University be admitted to the degree of Bachelor until 
he shall have attended in the University the prescribed courses of 
study extending over a period of at least two years. 

Each case to be considered by the Senate on its merits. There 
13 no power of incorporation in the Medical Faculty. A Student 
may be exempted from the Matriculation Examilnation by virtue of 
some other; but for a Medical Degree he is required to attend the 
whole five years, and pass all the examinations prescribed by the 
University;

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THE OWENS COLLEGE, MANCHESTER. 

In a letter to the Agent in England of the University of New 
Zealand, the Principal of the Owens College writes: — 

*' Applications from Graduates or Students of 

Universities outside of the United Kingdom for exemptions are con- 
sidered on the merits of each by a Committee of the University, and 
no such application has yet been made by any student from New 
Zealand. In the case of Medicine there is a list of approved Medical 
Schools, whose attendance is accepted for the First and other M.B. 
Examinations, but the list is only added to on the a|)plication of the 
authorities of the Medical School in question. My personal opinion 
is strongly that Graduates of such a University as New Zealand 
ought to be dealt with very liberally, both as regards being excused 
from some of the examinations and as regards courses of study. I 
may mention that in the Owens College we give special facilities for 
post-graduate research work, especially in Physics, Chemistry, and 
Bioolgy; and Students of other Universities often come to us for 
such work." 



ROYAL COLLEGES OP PHYSICIANS 
AND SURGEONS. 

The whole course of medical study as laid down by the Examin- 
ing Board of the Eoyal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons of Eng- 
land can be taken in New Zealand. No further attendance at classes 
19 necessary, though the examinations required for the combined 
diplomas of these Colleges must be passed in London. The Board, 
however, grants exemption from both the First and Second Profess- 
ional Examinations to Graduates in Medicine of the University of 
New Zealand. 

The Board also exempts from its First Examination New Zea- 
landers who have passed the Intermediate Medical Examination of 
the University of New Zealand. 



B.D. DEGREE. 

Graduates in Arts of the University of New Zealand are recog- 
nised by the Universities of Glasgow, Edinburgh, and St. Andrews 
as being qualified to enter on the course for the degree of Bachelor 
of Divinity.

CHARTER OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

:o: 

Victoria, by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland Queen, Defender of the 
Faith, Empress of India : To all to whom these presents 
shall come, greeting: 

Whereas under and by virtue of the provisions of two 
Acts, the Short Titles whereof are respectively ''The New 
Zealand University Act, 1874/' and '*The New Zealand 
University Act 1874 Amendment Act, 1875,'' the body 
corporate established by ''The New Zealand University 
Act, 1870," has been reconstituted, and declared to be a 
University, consisting of a Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor, 
Fellows and Graduates, and as such has been incorporated 
and made a body politic, with perpetual succession, under 
the name of ' ' The University of New Zealand, ' ' with power 
to grant the several degrees of Bachelor and Master of 
Arts, and Bachelor and Doctor in Law, Medicine and 
Music: And whereas our Right Trusty and entirely- 
beloved Cousin and Councillor, George Augustus Constan- 
tine, Marquis of Normanby, Knight Commander of our 
Most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael and Saint 
George, now our Governor and Commander-in-Chief in 
and over our said Colony, hath moved us to grant Letters 
Patent requiring all our subjects to recognise the degrees 
given under the said recited Acts, in the same manner as 
if the said degrees had been granted by a University of the 
United Kingdom, Now know ye that We, taking the 
premises into consideration, and deeming it to be the duty

rogative and of our special grace, certain knowledge, and 
mere motion, by these presents, for Us, our heirs and 
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successors, will, grant, and declare that the degrees of 
Bachelor and Master in Arts, and Bachelor and Doctor in 
Law, Medicine, and Music, hereafter to be granted or 
conferred by the said University of New Zealand, shall be 
recognised as academic distinctions and rewards of merit, 
and be entitled to rank, precedence and consideration ui 
our United Kingdom and in our Colonies and Possessions 
throughout the world, as fully as if the said degrees had 
been granted by any University of our said United King- 
dom: And We further will and ordain that no variation 
of the constitution of the said University which may at 
any time or from time to time be made by an Act of the 
General Assembly of New Zealand shall, unless the 
standard of knowledge now established, or a like standard 
in the opinion of our Governor for the time being, duly 
proclaimed in our said Colony, be not preserved as a 
necessary condition for obtaining the aforesaid degrees 
therein, in any manner annul, abrogate, circumscribe, or 
diminish the privileges conferred on the said University by 
these our Letters Patent, nor the ranks, rights, privileges, 
and considerations conferred by such degrees; And, lastly, 
We do hereby, for Us, our heirs and successors, grant and 
declare that these our Letters Patent, or the enrolment or 
exemplification thereof, shall be in and by all things valid 
and effectual in the law, according to the true intent and 
meaning of the same, and shall be construed and judged 
m the most favourable and beneficial sense for the best 
advantage of the said University, as well in all our Courts 
as elsewhere, notwithstanding any non-recital, uncertainty, 
or imperfection in these our Letters Patent.

Victoria, by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, Queen, Defender of the 
Faith, Empress of India : To all to whom these presents 
shall come, greeting: 

Whereas, by Our Charter under the (Jreat Seal of Our 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, bearing 
date at Westminster the twenty-ninth day of July, 1876, 
in the fortieth year of Our reign, We did will, grant, and 
declare that the Degrees of Bachelor and Master in Arts 
and Bachelor and Doctor in Law, Medicine, and Music 
thereafter to be granted or conferred by the University of 
New Zealand should be recognised as Academic distinctions 
and rewards of merit, and be entitled to rank, precedence, 
and consideration in Our United Kingdom and in Our 
Colonies and Possessions throughout the world, as fully as 
if the said degrees had been granted by any University of 
Our said United Kingdom. 

* And whereas Our trusty and well-beloved Sir James 
Prendergast, Knight, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of New Zealand, the officer administering the government 
of Our said Colony and its Dependencies, hath forwarded 
to Us, through one of Our Principal Secretaries of State, 
a petition from the Chancellor and Senate of the Univer- 
sity of New Zealand, dated the 20th of June, 1882, praying 
for an extension of Our said Charter of the 29th day of 
July, 1876, and for the recognition of Degrees in Science 
to be conferred by the said University. 

And whereas under and by virtue of the provisions of 
an Act, the short title whereof is **The New Zealand 
University Act 1874 Amendment Act, 1883," the Senate 
of the T University of New Zealand is now empowered to 
<»onf er the Degrees of Bachelor and Doctor in Science. 
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Now KNOW ye that We, taking the premises into con- 
sideration, do will, grant, and declare that the Degrees of 
Bachelor and Doctor in Science hereafter to be granted or 
conferred by the University of New Zealand shall be recog- 
nized as Academic distinctions and rewards of merit, and 
be entitled to rank, precedence, and consideration in Our 
United Kingdom and in Our Colonies and PossessioiLs 
throughout the world, as fully as if -the said Degrees had 
been granted by any University of Our said United King- 
dom.

NEW ZEALAND UNIVERSITY ACTS. 

:o: 

University Act, 1874. 

An Act to repeal *'The New Zealand University Title. 
Act, 1870/' and to reconstitute the University 
created thereunder. [31^^ August, 1874] 

Whereas an Act intituled the '*New Zealand Preamble. 
University Act, 1870/' (hereinafter referred to as 
^'the said Act''), was passed by the General 
Assembly of New Zealand to promote sound learning 
in the Colony of New Zealand, and with that intent 
to establish and incorporate a University within the 
said Colony, having perpetual succession and a 
common seal: And whereas a University was estab- 
lished under the said Act, and certain persons were 
appointed to be a Council by the 6overnor-in- 
Couneil, and the said Council has adopted a common 
seal and made statutes and regulations for the 
conduct of the business of the University, and has 
held examinations and performed other duties 
within their authority: And whereas the provisions 
of the said recited Act have not been found sufficient 
or satisfactory; and it is expedient to repeal the 
same, and to amend the law made on that behalf: 

Be it therefore enacted by the General 
Assembly of New Zealand in Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 

1. The Short Title of this Act shall be *'The New short Title. 
Zealand University Act, 1874."

Any property, real or personal, of which the

It is hereby expressly declared and enacted that Si^if^ution 
the University hereby established is so established 
not for the purpose of teaching, but for the purpose 
of encouraging in the manner hereinafter provided 
the pursuit of a liberal education, and ascertaining 
by means of examination the persons who have 
acquired proficiency' in literature, science, or art by 
the pursuit of a liberal course of education, and of 
rewarding them hy academical degrees and certifi- 
cates of proficiency as evidence of their respective 
attainments and marks of honour proportioned 
thereunto. 

5. The University of New Zealand shall hereafter vir^tyco^^ists 
consist of a Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor, Fellows, 
and Graduates. 

There shall be twenty-four Fellows, including the 
Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor.

2. The Senate of the University of New Zealand 
shall have power, after examination, to confer the 
several degrees of Bachelor and Master in Arts, and 
Bachelor and Doctor in Law, Medicine, Science, and 
Music, and such reasonable fees shall be charged for 
the degrees so conferred as the Senate shall from 
time to time direct. 

This section shall be read with and be deemed to 
form part of **The New Zealand University Act 
1874."

University Act Amendment Act 1902. 

An Act to amend the Law relating to the New 
Zealand University. [3rd October, 1902. 

Whereas it is desirable to reconstitute the Senate 
of the New Zealand University with a view to 
connecting it more closely with the Affiliated 
Institutions : 

Be it therefore enacted by the General Assembly 
of New Zealand in Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: — 

1. The Short Title of this Act is ''The New 
Zealand University Act Amendment Act, 1902*'; 
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and it shall form part of and be read together with 
*'The New Zealand University Act, 1874/' 

2. The University of New Zealand shall hereafter g^^ferBul?'"''' 
consist of a Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor, members 

of the Senate, and graduates. 

3. The persons who are the Fellows of the be^'* o?le'Slte; 
University on the first day of May, one thousand 

nine hundred and three (until which date vacancies 
may be filled by election under the principal Act in 
like maimer in all respects as if this Act had not been 
passed), shall on the thirtieth day of June, one 
thousand nine hundred and three, cease to be 
Fellows or members of the Senate, but shall in the 
meantime and afterwards be eligible for appointment 
as members of the Senate; and the Chancellor and 
Vice-Chancellor then in office shall hold their 
respective offices until their successors are appointed 
as hereinafter provided. 

4. (1) Wherever the words ** Court of Convoca- oi^comfocation 
tion'' or ** Convocation'' occur in the principal Act 

they shall mean the General Court of Convocation, 
which shall have all the powers assigned to 
Convocation in the principal Act except the power 
of electing Fellows to the Senate. 

(2) The General Court of Convocation of the constitution. 
University shall consist of all those persons who are 
members of the four District Courts of Convocation 

as hereinafter defined. 

(3) For the purposes of this Act and of the 
principal Act the colony shall be divided into four 
University districts as described in the Schedule 
hereto; but the Governor may by Order in Council 
at any time adjust the boundaries of such districts. 

(4) There shall be four District Courts of 
Convocation, one for each of the aforesaid University 
districts. 

(5) Each District Court of Convocation shall 
consist of the persons whose names are enrolled on 
a register to be kept by the Registrar of the Affiliated 
Institution in such district. 
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(6) Every person shall be entitled to have his 
name enrolled (without fee) on the register of a 
District Court of Convocation who — 

(a) Is a graduate of the University, including 
those whose names are now on the list of 
ad eundem graduates, and also such ad 
eundem graduates as shall hereafter be 
admitted by any District Court of Convoca- 
tion; and 

(6) Is on the books of the Affiliated Institution 
in the University district, or has resided 
in the district for not less than three 
months immediately preceding his enrol- 
ment: 

Provided that any person having the requisite 
qualification may have his name transferred from 
one register to another, but shall not be entitled to 
have his name enrolled on more than one register at 
the same time. 

(7) The Senate of the University may make regu- 
lations for the keeping of the registers of the District 
Courts of Convocation and for the holding of 
elections of members of the Senate by the District 
Courts of Convocation; and, subject to the Act and 
such regulations, each District Court of Convocation 
shall have power to make such rules for the conduct 
of its business as it deems fit. 

(8) Any District Court of Convocation may make 
representations to the Senate on any matter concern- 
ing the interests of the University. 

Constitution 5, The Senate shall consist of twenty-four 
members appointed as follows: — 

A group of four members shall be appointed by 
the Govempr-in-Council. 

Eight members shall be appointed by the 
governing bodies of the four Affiliated 
Institutions — to wit, a group of two by fhe 
University of Otago, a group of two by the 
Canterbury College, a group of two by the 
Auckland University College, and a group 
of two by the Victoria College. 
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One member shall be appointed by each of the 
Professorial Boards or Councils of the four 
Affiliated Institutions — namely, the Univer- 
sity of Otago, Canterbury College, Auck- 
land University College, and Victoria 
College. 

Eight members shall be elected by the District 
Courts of Convocation — to wit, a group of 
two by each such Court. 

6. With respect to the appointment of members Mode of 

of the Senate, the following provisions shall apply:— app^i^t^^ent 

(1) The members appointed by the governing 
bodies and Professorial Boards or Councils 
of the Affiliated Institutions shall be 
appointed by a resolution of the governing 
body or of the Professorial Board or 
Council of each such institution, as the case 
may be. 

(2) The election of members by the District 
Courts of Convocation shall be by sealed 
voting-papers, which may be delivered 
either personally or by post, or otherwise; 
and the Registrar of the Affiliated Institu- 
tion in each University district shall be the 
Returning Officer to conduct elections of 
such members. 

(3) In every case the first appointments shall 
be made not later than the first day of June 
next after the passing of this Act, and the 
persons then appointed shall take office on 
the thirtieth day of June then next ensuing, 
on which day their term of office shall be 
deemed to commence, and the members then 
in office shall retire.

(a). Dies, or by letter to the Senate resigns his

(2) The said degrees may be conferred either 

after examination or as ad eundem degrees.
